grace. 

Tests  by  foe  magazine 
showed  that  only  10  per  cent 
of  some  pocketed  seeds  grew. 
Seeds  sold  to  commercial 
growers  showed  a much 
higher  rate  of  germination. 

The  association  said  yes- 
terday that  seeds  were  often 
planted  in  the  wrong  con- 
ditions, at  the  wrong  tune  or 
were  overwatered. 

However  distributors  and 
retailers  were  frequently  to 
blame  for  not  keeping  seeds  in 
suitable  conditions. 

The  association  said  thou 
was  no  difference  between  the 
quality  of  seeds  sold  to  ama- 
teur gardeners  and  to  comm- 
ercial growers.

The  federation  envisages  a 
route'  circling  London  rowdily 
by  way  of  Maidstone,  Gat- 
wick,  Guildford,  Reading, 
.Aylesbury,  Luton,  Stansted 
and  a new  crossing  of  lfr& 
Thames  down  river  from 
Dartford.  ft  says  foe  road 
would'  be  about  220  miles 
long,  and  could  cost  up  to  £1.5 
billion. 

ft  was  possible  that  not  all 
sections  would  need  to  be 
motorway,  and,  on  some  sec- 
tions that  were  motorway,  two 
lanes  ntqfot  be  adequate  if  the 
Department  of  Transport 
could  produce  traffic  forecasts 
on  which  reliance  could  be 
placed.  The  road  could  te 
built  in  separate  sections, 
finking  radiaf  motorways  such 
as  the  Ml,  the  M40  and  the 
M3. 


The  120  miles  of  foe  M2S 
cost  about  £1,000  million  to 
build,  but  the  federation 
thinks  an  outer  orbital  road 
could  be  built  at  a lower  cost 
per  mile  because  there  would 
probably  be  fewer  junctions, 
land  costs  would  be  less 
further  from  London,  the  civil 
engineering  would  be  Ins 
sophisticated,  and  there  would 
be  no  four-lane  stretches. 

Traffic  levels,  which  on

Hospices  for  the  terminally  ill 
•may  be  forced  to  turn  away 
dying  Aids  patients,  Mr 
Antony  Newton,  Minister  for 
Health,  was  told  at  a con- 
ference of  experts  in  the  field 
yesterday. 

Hospice  care  is  a key  de- 
ment ofgoverament  plans  to 
help  sufferers  of  the  disease. 
Bui  shortage  of  places  for 
patients,  ana  fears  and  prej- 
udices associated  with  Aids, 
will  pose  serious  problems,  the 
conference  heard. 


Dame  Cfcdy  Saunders,  a 
pioneer  of  the  hospice  move- 
ment in  Britain,  told  Mr 
Newton:  “We  are  worried  that 
we  will  have  to  displace  cancer 
patients  if  we  take  in  Aids 
sufferers.” 

She  said  units,  such  as  St 
Christopher's,  London,  which 
she  founded,  were  pledged  to 
offer  places  only  to  cancer 
patients.  Although  about 

40.000  dying  cancer  patients 
could  be  helped  each  year, 

140.000  deaths  annually  were 
due  to  cancer. 

Dame  Gcely  said:  “Our 


feding  is  that  we  can  take  Aids 
patients  only  if  they  have  a 
form  of  cancer.” 

In  a discussion  document 
submitted  to  the  conference. 
Professor  Eric  Wilkes,  joint 
chairman  of  the  Help  the

Britain  was  now  totally 
dependent  on  the  United 
States  for  its  nuclear

“If  we  can’t  rely  on  the 
United  States  in  a crisis,  can 
we  rely  on  them  to  provide  us 
with  Trident?" 

Resuming  the  debate  on  the 
Government  motion  to  ap- 
prove this  year’s  defence  esti- 
mates, Mr  Ian  Stewart, 
Minister  of  Stale  for  the 
Armed  Forces,  said  that  plan- 
ning was  almost  complete  for 
Exorcise  Purple  Warrior,  the 
major  joint-force  exercise  due 
to  take  place  in  South  West 
Scotland  between  November 
4 and  November  19. 

It  would  be,  he  said,  the  first 
exercise  in  the  United  King- 
dom to  fell  within  the  terms  of 
the  Stockholm  Conference  on 
security  and  co-operation.  On 
November  9,  he  would  be 
acting  as  host  to  observers 
from  the  Warsaw  Fact

Dr  Alistair  Irvine,  giving 
evidence  at  the  judicial  in- 
quiry into  the  cases  at 
Middlesbrough,  told  Mrs  Jus- 
tice Butier-Soss:  “I  became 
greatly  concerned  by  what  I 
saw  as  grave  injustices  and  I 
did  not  see  any  end  to  ft.” 

Dr  Irvine,  Cleveland's  se- 
nior police  surgeon,  who  ap- 
peared on  television  to  state 
that  the  consultant  paedia- 
trician, Dr  Marietta  Higgs, 
was  “absolutely  wrong”  in 
diagnosing  many  child  sex 
abuse  cases,  added:  “It  seemed 
to  be  gathering  momentum. 

“I  was  desperately  upset 
and  distressed  by  it,  and  I felt 
if  more'  people  knew  about  it 
we  might  get  a quicker 
solution.” 

On  Tuesday,  Dr  Irvine  ac- 
cused Dr  Higgs  of  using  a 
diagnostic  method  which  re- 
sulted in  unabused  children 
being  taken  into  council  care 
and  their  parents  being  placed 
under  suspicion. 

He  claimed  that.  Dr  Higgs 
and  Mrs  Susan  Richardson, 
the  Cleveland  social  services 
child  abuse  consultant,  tried 
to  “get  rid  of  him”  because  he 
was  a dissenting  voice.

Research  plans 
‘pose  threat 
to  scientists’

The  idea,  put  forward  by  Sir 
David  Phillips,  chairman  of 
the  Advisory  Board  for  the 
Research .Councils and  profes- 
sor of  biophysics  at  Oxford, 
would  create  a group  of  15 
super-universities  — the  only 
ones  to  cany  ouithe  full  range 
of  research  and  leaching. 

Miss  Diana  Warwick,  gen-; 
eral  secretary  of  the  assoa-. 
ation,  said:  “Every  university 
has  produced  work  of  distinc- 
tion that  was  unexpected. 
Much  of  It  is  produced  by. 
individuals  or  in  small. 
groups.” 

Nevertheless,  the  associ- 
ation recognizes  that  some 
areas  of  research  have  become 
increasingly  expensive.  It  sug- 
gests that  scientists  should 
share  those  but  rejects  the 
idea  that  research  should  be' 
cut  at  a large  number  of 
institutions. 

It  says  the  need  for  univer- 
sities to  change  their  ways 
'have  implications  for  in-' 
dustry,  which  was  now. 
demanding  a more  flexible,, 
well-qualified  workforce  as 
the  pace  of  technological- 
change  increases. 

Universities  must  ensure! 
they  help  industry  to  meet  the. 
change,  but  that  entailed, 
teachers  remaining  up  to  date 
through  research  in  relevant 
subjects. 


A leading  scientist  warned 
yesterday  that  proposals  to 
reorganize  university  research 
threaten  the  measures  taken 
by  the  Government  to  halt  the 
brain  drain  of  talented  young 
scientists.

FlexAccount

The  Government  must  look 
for  new  partners  who  could 
help  to  launch  valuable  local 
crime-prevention  initiatives 
without  the  form-filling  nor- 
mally accompanying  the  spen- 
ding of  public  hinds,  the 
Home  Secretary,  Mr  Douglas 
Hurd,  said  yesterday. 

He  told  the  Rotary  Club  of 
London  that  he  looked  to  the 
private  sector  to  play  an 
increasing  role  in  a national 
drive  to  reduce  crime: 

A fell  of  about  23  percent  in 
domestic  burglary  and  18  per 
cent  in  criminal  damage  in 
North  Tyneside  resulted  after 
afl  the  key  local  agencies  and 
groups  were  brought  together 
with  the  police  and  probation 
service  in  designing  practical 
responses  to  crime  problems. 

Simitar  projects  in  Bolton, 
Croydon,  Swansea  and  Well- 
ingborough had  reduced  crime 
or  fear  oferime. 

Mr  Hurd  said:  “I  want  to 
see  similar  schemes  springing 
up  aO  over  the  country,  mo- 
bilizing local  energies  in 
partnership  against  crime.

tions of  higher  education.

assembly  on  the  campus  lawns 
to  protest  against  the  con- 
ditions which  wait  into  effect 
on  October  19. 

Under  the  new  measures, 
the  Government  requires  the 
universities  to  prevent  sfo- 
dents  and  staff  from  using 
pgmjmc  fufiUtiw;  and  equip- 
ment to  promote  the  aims  of 
banned  organizations. 

University  authorities  are 
also  required  to  report  any 
campns  disturbances  within  21 
days,  and  then  to  satisfy  the 
Government  that  they  have 
taken  steps  to  prevent  a 
recurrence. 

Professor  Phillip  Tobias,  a 
leading  anthropologist,  told 
the  gathering  that  the  Govern- 
s ent  wan  ted  foe  university  “to  " 
become  a Star  Chamber, 
smelling  oat  the  political  views 
and  activities  of  students  and 
staff  members”.

Zealander.  Of  foe  new  nine- 
member  magistracy,  seven  are 
Indians  and  two  are  Fijians. 

Reports  in  Australia  and 
New  Zealand  have  suggested 
that  foe  judicial  services 
would  be  completely  “Fijian- 
izetf*  — although  qualified 
Indians  far  outnumber  native 
Fijians. 

In  addition,  while  dedicated 
to  furthering  ethnic  Fijian 
supremacy  in  all  areas,  the 
Government  has  reached  a 
compromise  with  the  Indian- 
led  trade  unions.

The  new  Lord  Chancellor  has  a brilliant  legal  mind,  but  will  he  be  Thatcher’s  poodle  or  a Highland  terrier? 


It  is  as  well  that  the  House  or 
Lords  does  not  sit  on  a 
Sunday,  otherwise  the  newly 
appointed  Lord  Chancellor 
might  have  had  to  indulge  in 
prolonged  legal  argument  with  his 
conscience,  biowing  full  well  that 
final  judgement  would  be  in  favour 
of  the  Almighty. 

Lord  Mackay  of  Clashfem,  the 
first  member  of  the  Scottish  bar  — 
although  certainly  not  the  first  Scot 
— to  become  head  of  the  English 
judiciary,  is  a devout  and  active 
member  of  the  Free  Presbyterian 
Church,  a strict  Calvinist  sect 
drawing  its  membership  mainly 
from  the  fishing  and  crofting 
communities  of  the  Scottish  High- 
lands and  Islands,  and  known  to 
the  outside  world  chiefly  for  its 
opposition  to  the  running  of  Hebri- 
dean ferries  on  the  Sabbath. 

it  is  a stem  creed,  bom  partly  of 
the  harsh  and  unyielding  landscape 
of  the  far  north-west,  and  partly 
from  a long  Scottish  tradition  of 
literacy  and  logic,  which  can  on  the 
one  hand  produce  a rather  slavish 
adherence  to,  and  literal  interpreta- 
tion of,  the  words  of  Scripture,  and 
on  the  other  give  birth  to  philos- 
ophers of  the  class  of  David  Hume 
and  Adam  Smith. 

James  Mackay  is  the  embodi- 
ment of  the  18th-century  Scottish 
Enlightenment,  two  centuries  on. 
The  son  of  a humble  Highland  rail- 
wayman, he  made  his  w3y  to 
George  Heriot's,  one  of  several 
outstanding  semi-independent 
Edinburgh  schools  endowed  for  the 
improvement  of  the  sons  and 
daughters  of  poor  but  deserving 
folk,  and  from  there  progressed  to 
distinction  at  Edinburgh  Univer- 
sity in  the  coldly  logical  disciplines 
of  mathematics  and  natural  philos- 
ophy (known  in  the  rest  of  the 
world  as  physics).  After  a spell 
teaching  mathematics  at  St  An- 
drews and  Cambridge,  he  returned 
to  Edinburgh  to  take  bis  Scots  law 
degree  with  distinction  in  I9SS. 

Behind  the  classical  facades  of 
the  lawyers’  chambers  in  the  New 
Town  of  Edinburgh,  there  is  im- 
mense satisfaction  that  one  of  their 
number  has  achieved  the  highest 
legal  office  in  the  United  Kingdom, 
having  previously,  as  Lord  Advoc- 
ate. headed  the  distinctly  separate 
Scottish  legal  system.  “He  ran  one 
law  system  extremely  well,  and  to 
Mis  Thatcher's  obvious  satisfac- 
tion. There  is  no  reason  why  he 
cannot  now  run  the  other,  they  are 
not  so  different,”  one  of  his  Scot- 
tish law  colleagues  said  yesterday. 

He  has  no  particular  political 
track  record,  having  swiftly  joined 
the  Conservative  Party  in  1979

is  a sobering  thought:  the 
flawless  fish  and  perfect  patis- 
serie may  very  well  have  been 
prepared,  even  served  to  your 
table  with  Gallic  flair,  by  a 1 6- 
year-old  from  Bournemouth. 

This  summer.  37  of 
France’s  best  regional  hotels 
were  invaded  by  more  than  SO 
students  on  work  experience 
breaks  from  the  Hotel  Chef 
Diploma  Course  at  the  un- 
romantically-named  Bourne- 
mouth College  of  Further 
Education. 

Such  has  been  the  students* 
success  that  the  course's  se- 
nior lecturer.  Peter  Taylor,  is 
now  being  offered  more  places 
in  France  than  he  has  students 
to  fill  them,  and  he  has  even 
persuaded  the  notoriously 
male  chauvinist  French  hotel 
establishment  to  take  six  fe- 
male students. 

One  award-winning  chef 
has  just  written  to  Taylor  from 
Provence  to  offer  a fiill-time 
job  for  a student  in  his 
kitchen.  He  added  graciously: 
“If  all  your  students  are  of  the 
same  calibre.  1 can  only 
encourage  you  to  continue  in 
the  same  fashion.”

T aylor  and  other  mem- 
bers of  the  Academie 
Culinaire  have  become 
so  disturbed  by  the  low  morale 
in  kitchens  and  the  decline  in 
young  people  going  into  seri- 
ous catering  that  they  are 
launching  a new  award 
scheme.

Hie  commis  chef  in  a 
kitchen  is  the  newly-trained 
person  who  works  under  the 
chef  de  panie  in  charge  of  a 
specific  culinary  area,  50  the 
future  of  hotel  cuisine  in 
Britain  depends  on  the  calibre 
of  our  commis  chefs.  In  a 
recent  survey  David  Nicholls.

no  fewer  than  80  vacancies  for 
commis  chefs  in  the  Mayfair 
square  mile  area  of  London.

“They  are  surrounded  by  pro- 
fessionals who  take  their  trade 
seriously.  : . . 

“If  your  first  working 
experience  involves  being  a 
perfectionist,  the  habit  stays 
throughout  your  career;  if  you 
work  alongside  a sweaty  cook 
in  Britain  you  leant:  that  the 
customer  doesn’t  really  mat- 
ter, never  bothers  to  complain 
and  doesn't  know  much  about 
food  anyway.

hatred  was  Katherine  Mansfield's 
favourite  emotion.  She  was  hard  and 
bright  and  hostile,  with  that  female 
cold-heartedness  and  trickiness 
which  can  only  perhaps  be  under- 
stood by  other  women.  You  could  say 
it  is  an  accident  that  this,  by  far  the 
best  of  the  three  recent  full-scale 
biographies  of  Mansfield,  is  the  one 
, that  is  written  by  a woman.  But  I do 
not  think  it  is. 

- Katherine  Mansfield  arrived  in 
London  from  New  Zealand  in  1908, 
the  young  woman  from  the  outpost 
One  is  made  to  feel  exactly,  at  that 
period,  what  it  meant  to  be  both 
female  and  colonial  the  double 
bamperment  she  resisted  so  dramati- 
cally, whirling  into  a succession  of 
evasions  and  disguises.  Such  details 
as  her  laundry  list  — petticoat,  bod- 
ice, drawers,  stockings,  vests  and 
dress  shields  — are  all  too  poignant 
Dress  shields!  Any  woman  over  40 
will  still  shudder  to  remember  those 
humiliating  emblems,  prickling 
shame  of  female  sweat 
Claire  Tomalin  puts  Katherine 
Mansfield's  story  over  as  essentially  a 
modern  woman’s  history:  her  sheer 
activity  is  modem,  her  professional 
ambitiousness;  and  so  is  her  openness 
of  sexual  behaviour.  The  relations  she 
had  both  within  and  out  of  marriage, 
with  women  and  with  men,  have  an 
innocence,  fluidity,  rejection  of  the 
settled,  which  seems  very  touchingly 
in  tune  with  our  own  time. 

And  yet  partly  because  it  was  so 
much  at  variance  with  conventional 
attitudes  with  which  she  was  sur- 
rounded, this  very  modernity,  her 
pursuit  of  all  the  freedoms  culminat- 
ing in  her  pregnancy  soon  after  she 
reached  London,  had  ironic  conse- 
quences which  circumscribed  those 
freedoms,  and  which  turned  her  into 
an  invalid-dependant,  and  in  the  end, 
when  she  was  34,  destroyed  her.  The 
formal  tragic  pattern.  This  book,  in 
its  careful  and  inspired  interpretation 
of  what  happened  to  Katherine 
Mansfield  in  Bavaria  in  1909,  breaks 
new  ground  with  a flourish  the 
explorer  inside  any  good  biographer 
wifi  envy.  It  seems  obvious,  sudden- 
ly, that  without  this  explanation  the 
rest  of  her  life  is  not  explicable  at  alL

failed  the 
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art  Man  and  his 
disciples  gave  six  fundamental 
hostages  to  fortune  when,  in  the 
mid- 19th  century,  they  declared 
communism  to  be  a guide  to 
practical  action.  They  predicted 
that  no  new  social  order  could 
arise  except  on  the  economic 
foundations  prepared  for  it  by  the 
old;  that  the  working  class  would 
become  increasingly  impover- 
ished and  alienated  as  capitalism 
developed;  that  “great  men** 
would  have  no  decisive  impact  on 
the  unfolding  design  of  history; 
that  the  classless  society  would  be 
self-managing  and  do  away  with 
specialization  and  bureaucracy, 
that  nationalism  would  disappear 
under  the  benign  pressure  of 
international  class  solidarity,  and 
that  warlike  conflicts  would  be 
ruled  out  among  “socialist"  states. 

Every  one  of  these  predictions 
has  been  refuted  by  the  evidence 
of  history.  “Scientific  socialism", 
when  empirically  tested,  has  been 
found  wanting  So  high  a failure 
rate  would  have  wrecked  the 
future  chances  of  any  political 
programme  of  rational  appeal  But 
the  decisive  appeal  of  Marxism-. 
Leninism  has  never  been  merely 
or  even  predominantly  rational. 
From  the  very  beginning  it  fed  on 
the  Utopian  longings  of  restless 
intellectuals  — intellectuals  of  the 
type  who,  in  an  earlier  age,  would 
have  preached  a comparable 
message  with  comparable  fervour 
as  vagrant  scholars  or  egalitarian 
clerics  along  the  trade  routes  of 
Europe.  It  sull  does. 

Seventy  years  after  the  Bol- 
shevik revolution,  however,  the 
exposed  nerve  of  the  Soviet 
system  is  not  only  Marx's  failure 
to  foresee  a world  very  different 
from  the  one  he  or  even  Lenin 
lived  in,  but  the  failure  of  the  more 
recent  and  present  leaders  of  the 
movement  to  satisfy  the  ele- 
mentary social  and  economic 
needs  of  the  people. 

Communist  governments  of  the 
Soviet  type  nevertheless  make  one 
crucial  claim  when  comparing 
themselves  with  “bourgeois"  or 
“capitalist"  societies.  They  say 
that  their  performance  “in  the 
service  of  Man"  is  superior 
because  socialism  guarantees  the 
satisfaction  of  every  citizen’s  so- 
cial and  economic  needs,  such  as 
health  care,  housing  and  employ- 
ment They  call  them  social  and 
economic  “rights"  and  aver  that 
“human  rights"  as  advocated  in' 
the  West  can  have  no  meaning 
unless  the  rights  to  be  fed,  housed, 
employed  and  medically  looked 
after  are  first  met  Frequently  they 
suggest  that  their  worth  as  a new 
civilization  should  be  measured 
by  their  performance  in  these 
areas. 
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minuscule.  The  sacrifices  have 
been  stupendous  - the  results 

commonplace  and  often  shaming 
in  the  context  of  the  rapid 
modernization  and  growing  af- 
fluence of  the  rest  of  the  indus- 
trialized world.  Never  has  so 
much  misery  been  Spread  to  attain 
what  the  Japanese,  for  example, 
starting  from  a comparably  back- 
ward economic  basg.  attained  and 
more  than  attained  without  a 
Stalin,  without  show  trials,  gulags 
or  the  starvation  of  millions. 

Housing  in  the  communist 
countries  ts  extremely  poor,  if  not 
downright  degrading;  health  care 
inadequate  ana  subject  to  almost 
universal  corruption;  the  care  of 
the  old  and  disabled  callous  by  any 
standard  of  human  dignity,  and 
the  protection  of  the  environment 
conspicuous  by  its  virtual  absence. 
The  despoliation  of  nature  in  East 
Germany,  the  Czech  lands  and 
Silesia  is  a menace  to  that  “com- 
mon house  of  Europe"  that 
Mikhail  Gorbachov  says  he  is 
anxious  to  protect 

Even  providing  the  population 
with  a proper  diet  represents  a 
serious  problem,  especially  in  the 
non-metropolitan  areas  of  the 
Soviet  Union.  One  of  the  world’s 
leading  exporters  of  grain  before 
the  First  World  War,  Russia  is  no 
longer  able  to  feed  itself  without 
outside  support. 

Only  in  satisfying  the  “right  to 
work"  has  the  Soviet  type  of 
socialism  been  able  to  maintain  a 
statistical  show  of  full  employ- 
ment: but  as  Gorbachov  and  his 
econom  ic  advisers  have  fre- 
quently hinted,  the  price  has  been 
overmanning,  fictitious  employ- 
ment and  loss-making  state  enter- 
prises. the  penalties  of  which  are 
now  coming  home  to  roost  It  was 
the  view,  early  in  1987,  of  one 
visiting  group  of  West  European 
industrialists  that  the  Soviet 
Union  is  suffering  from  a de  facto 
unemployment  rate  of  about 


30  per  cent  of  the  workforce. 

If  “restructuring"  is  to  have  any 
meaning,  full  employment  as  the 
Soviet  people  have  come  to  know 
it  may  soon  have  to  be  abandoned, 
together  with  other  features  of  the 
command  economy.  The  rational- 
ization of  labour,  the  need  to 
respond  to  the  demands  of  the 
market,  and  the  devolution  of 
economic  control. from  Moscow  to 
the  self-managing  enterprises  can, 
short  of  a miracle,  have  no  other 
consequences.  Gorbachov  is  the 
last  man  to  expect  perestroika  to 
be  a painless  amir,  and  pain,  if  he 
can  stay  the  course,  is  what  he  is 
most  likely  to  encounter. 
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o where  will  this  be 
more  keenly  felt  than  in  the 
sensitive  area  of  job  security,  for 
the  Soviet  constitution  guar- 
antees, under  Article  40.  every- 
one's right  to  work.  “Right"  and 
“work"  may  wen  have  to  be 
redefined  in  a manner  that  will 
agree  with  neither  the  corrupt  life- 
style of  Soviet  Man  nor  Russian 
traditions.  “The  real  danger  of 
losing  one's  job  and  having  to 
take,  temporarily,  unemployment 
benefit  or  work  wherever  one  is 
sent  is  a very  good  cure  for 
laziness,  drunkenness  or  irres- 
ponsibility," a leading  Soviet 
economist  wrote  in  Navy  Mir  in 
June  this  year. 

Where  does  all  this  leave  the 
Soviet  system  70  years  after  the 
putsch  against  the  Provisional 
Government  and  two  and  a half 
years  into  the  era  of  the  revisionist 
Gorbachov? 

Because  the  system  has  fallen 
down  on  virtually  all  the  pledges 
and  forecasts  of  the  founding 
fathers,  it  has  a profound  problem 
with  its  legitimacy  at  home  and 


the  credibility  of  the  salvatory 
myth  of  communism  abroad.  Yet 
the  Soviet  Union  has  become  a 
formidable  force  in  world  affairs. 
Gorbachov’s  dilemma  is  that  he 
presides  over  a superpower  that 
owes  its  pre-eminence  not  to  the 
dictatorship  of  the  proletariat  — 
but  to  dictatorship.  Ideology  pro- 
vided the  framework  and  lan- 
guage, but  dictatorship,  whether 
Lenin’s  or  Stalin’s,  provided  the 
terror  that  whipped  the  Soviet 
people  into  superhuman  efforts. 

Take  that  dictatorship  away  ami 
the  future  R replete,  with  un- 
certainty. Permissiveness,  Soviet 
style,  was  enough  to  fend  the 
Soviet  Union  with  15  years  of 
Stagnation,  under  Brezhnev.  The 
proent  afrd^nune  extensive  vari- 
ety may,  ^O  ne  know,  lead  to 
the  coHapse  of  the  system,  or  to  so 
drastic  a change  in  it  that  it  will  no 
longer  be  the  Soviet  system  — if 
the  Gorbachov  reformers  are 
given  thratc.-hearL  Gorbachov's 
revolution  htitltin- the.  Resolution 
may  um£outto  be  a revolution 
against  foe  Revolution.  . 

: This  is  a prospect  we  in  the  West 
have  no  reason  to  find  disagree- 
able, tail  one  doubts  whether  the 
diehaids  in  the  apparat,  and  the 
Russian  people’s  deep-seated 
conservatism  and  nationalism, 
will  allow  matters  to  come  to  that 
pass.  They  are  more  likely  to 
destroy  or  degut  the  reforms  of  the 
heretical  Gorbachov,  securing  for 
the  Leninist  system  yet  another 
reprieve  on  its  slow  but  inexorable 
way  to  irrelevance. 

“The  fundamental  law  of 
revolution ...  is  as  follows:  h is 
not  sufficient  for  revolution  that 
the  exploited  and  oppressed 
masses  understand  the  impossibil- 
ity of  living  in  the  old  way  and 
demand  changes;  for  revolution,  it 
is  necessary  that  the  exploiters 
should  not  be  able  to  live  and  rule 
in  the  old  way . . ."  The  words  are 
those  of  Lenin,  but,  with  minor 
stylistic  alterations,  they  could  be 
spoken  by  Gorbachov  to  describe 
the  state  of  the  Soviet  Union 
under  his  stewardship  on  Novem- 
ber 7,  1987.  The  wheel  appears  to 
have  come  frill  circle.

H 


.ave  the  communist 
systems,  in  feet,  satisfied  those 
social  and  economic  needs  that 
form  the  very  basis  of  their  claim 
to  legitimacy?  If  they  have,  some- 
thing may,  perhaps,  be  said  in 
extenuation  of  the  sacrifices  ex- 
acted: if  they  have  not,  the  whole 
communist  experiment  collapses 
under  the  weight  of  its  own 
failures.  A “socialism"  that  excels 
in  manufacturing  bacteria  and 
nuclear  arms  but  cannot  house 
and  feed  its  population  cancels  out 
its  reason  to  exist. 

Communist  achievements  in 
the  field  of  economic  and  social 
“rights"  vary  from  the  banal  to  the 


Although  the  radical  education 
bill  which  Kenneth  Baker  will 
introduce  next  month  mates  no 
provision  for  education  vouchers, 
it  will  create  the  conditions  nec- 
essary if  vouchers  are  to  be  viable 
in  the  future. 

Many  fear  that  this  is  the 
goverment's  long-term  intention. 
For  it  is  a remarkable  feature  of 
post-war  education  that  all  change 
that  has  led  to  tighter  bureaucratic 
or  political  control  has  been 
welcomed  as  progressive  by  the 
education  producer  lobby  (the 
Department  of  Education,  local 
education  authorities,  teacher 
unions,  and  a largely  sympathetic 
educational  press),  but  all  pro- 
posals. such  as  voucher  schemes, 
for  loosening  this  grip  and  devolv- 
ing power  to  the  consumer  have 
been  denounced  as  reactionary. 

The  comprehensive  reorganiza- 
tion of  most  of  the  country's 
secondary  schools  was  not  the 
education  system's  response  to  a 
tide  of  popular  discontent  with  the 
state  of  the  nation's  schools  but  an 
attempt  by  largely  well-meaning 
educational  lobbies  and  pressure 
groups  to  create  what  they  felt 
would  be  a fairer  and  more 
efficient  system  of  provision.  The 
people  at  largewere  not  consulted 
It  was  the  brainchild  of  the  “we  are 
the  experts;  we  know  best"  section 
of  opinion. 

The  organizational  upheaval 
occasioned  by  this  radical  change 
in  structure  was  immense,  the 
financial  cost  considerable.  The 
price  some  teachers  had  to  pay 
proved  altogether  too  high.  New 
techniques  had  to  be  acquired  for 
coping  with  the  wider  range  of 
pupilv  abilities  and  aptitudes;  new 
organizational  strategies  and  prac- 
tices had  to  be  adopted  For  some, 
it  was  immensely  exciting  and 
challenging;  for  others  it  an  intol- 
erable strain. 


Vouchers:  ignore 
the  experts  and 
put  children  first 


Proposals  to  change  the  method 
of  funding  schools,  to  give  far 
greater  scope  for  parents  to  ex- 
ercise the  right  of  choice,  and 
more  freedom  and  flexibility  for 
schools  to  respond  to  what  parents 
and  others  see  as  the  needs  of  their 
children,  are  unlikely  to  cause 
organizational  upheaval  on  any- 
thing like  the  scale  of  comprehen- 
sive reorganization. 

Then  schools  were  closed  or 
amalgamated;  teachers  and  pupils 
left  familiar  surroundings  and 
abandoned  established  habits  and  ‘ 
practices.  Old  schools  were  demol- 
irhed;  new,  often  vast,  ones  were 
elected  in  their  place.  Throughout 
the  upheaval,  the  education 
bureaucracy  beamed  benignly, 
gave  its  blessing,  and  coped. 

Vouchers  would  give  parents  of 
children  aged  five  to  16  the  right  of 
choice.  This  right  is  already 
enjoyed  by  the  6-7  per  cent  of 
parents  able  to  afford  an  indepen- 
dent school.  Though  often  repre- 
sented as  reinforcing  the  privileges 
already  enjoyed  by  the  articulate, 
knowledgeable  and  manipulative 
middle-class  parent,  nothing 
could  be  further  from  the  truth.  It 
is  precisely  in  order  that  these 
privileges  should  be  extended  to  a 
far  wider  social  range  that  it  is 
being  advocated. 

Children  of  parents  in  lower 
income  groups  are  often  trapped 
in  schools  - particularly  second- 


ary schools  - which  neither  they 
□or  their  parents  like.  Lacking  the 
financial  capacity  to  move  into  the 
catchment  area  of  one  of  the  better 
schools,  they  are  frequently  di- 
rected to  schools  which  have  low 
expectations  of  them,  and  which 
do  little  either  to  stimulate  them 
or  to  prepare  them  for  higher 
education  or  employment 

The  introduction  of  a voucher 
scheme  will  not  immediately 
transform  such  schools,  of  course, 
but  it  may  well  be  a precondition. 
The  stimulus  of  genuine  institu- 
tional competition  could  even- 
tually lead  to  a dramatic,  and 
overdue,  improvement  in  stan- 
dards of  educational  attainment 
But  that  would  simply  be  a 
beneficial  by-product  of  an  exten- 
sion of  consumer  rights.  The 
centra]  issue  is  still  the  right  of 
choice. 

The  particular  mechanism  to  be 
employed  for  the  issue  of  the 
voucher  to  parents  is  relatively 
unimportant  All  parents  with 
children  of  school  age  could  be 
issued  by  either  their  local  edu- 
cation authority  or  the  Depart- 
ment of  Education  with  a voucher 
covering  the  complete  cost  for  one 
year  ot  a child's  education  in  a 
state-maintained  school.  (There  is 
no  reason,  of  course,  why  this 
should  not  also  be  extended  to 
cover  the  cost  of  pre-school  nurs- 
ery education). 

The  value  of  the  voucher  would 


be  determined  in  the  same  ' way 
that  the  per  capita  cost  of  pupil 
funding  is  derided  at  the  present. 
The  voucher  would  be  “cashed" 
by  parents  at  the  school  of  their 
choice,  and  schools  would  be 
funded  on  the  basis  of  the  number 
of  pupilsthey  attracted. 

One  objection  raised  is  that  this 
still  does  not  guarantee  choice. 
Some  schools  will- still  be  over- 
subscribed and  forced  to  reject  a 
number  of  applicants.  This  is  as 
true,  of  course,  asit  is  for  the  most, 
popular  schools  in  the  indepen- 
dent sector.  The  claim  is  not  that  it 
will  guarantee  choice,  but  that  it 
will  maximize  it  A necessary 
concomitant  is  a policy  of  “open 
enrolment",  and  the  removal  of 
planned  admission  limits  which 
artificially  restrict  intakes  to 
schools  to  numbers  well  below 
their  physical  capacity. 

Another  fear  is. that  it  will  lead 
to  wholesale  annual  movement  of 
pupils  from  one  school  to  another. 
Again,  the  independent  sector, 
which  appears  to  suffer  little  from 
such  instability,  provides  a modeL 
Such  fears  seem  to  indicate  either 
a very  low  opinion  of  the  general- 
ity of  parents  or  a angular  feck  of 
confidence  in  tire  capacity  of  the 
schools  themselves  to  mate 
acceptable  provision  for  their 
children.  Hie  charge  that  it  will 
create  “sink”  schools  is  best 
answered  by  asking  whether  they 
do  not  already  exist  in ■ 
unacceptably  large  numbers.  - 

Kenneth  Baker  should  disregard 
the  experts  and  give  serious 
consideration  to  vouchers  as  a 
means  of  extending  the  policy  of 
choice  on  which  he  has  already 
embarked.

worst  enemy? 


President  Reagan  may  wdl  go 
down  in  the  history  books  as  Mrs 
Thatcher’s  worst  enemy.  Reagan- 
omics have  done  more  to  damage 
Thaicherite  economics  politically 
than  anything  Neil  Kinnock  could 
contrive. 

Reagan  came  to  office  believing 
that  supply-side  economics  could 
be  made  consistent  with  financial 
discipline,  and  that  boom  would 
make  retrenchment  unnecessary. 
But  Congress  resisted  cuts  in 
social  spending  while  the  presi- 
dent resisted  cuts  in  defence 
spending.  Given  the  facts  of 
American  politics  and  economics, 
only  the  president  himself  stood 
any  chance  of  breaking  through 
the  obstacles  to  some  kind  of 
action,  in  the  last  resort,  he  should 
haveinsisted  that  if  budgets  could 
not  be  cut,  taxation  must  be 


But  Reagan  lacks  the  kind  of 
personal  authority  needed  to  solve 
the  problem.  Such  authority  can 
come  only  from  a personal  convic- 
tion about  what  should  be  done 
and  how  to  do  it:  The  most  skfrfiil 
programming  of  a president  can- 
not help.  So  against  all  reason,  the 
US  budget  deficit  has  persisted, 
and  US  interest  rates  have 
correspondingly  remained  high. 

Hence  the- American  boom  on 
Japanese  andGerman  money  and 
the  trade- deficit.  Other  countries 
can  be  accused  of  complicity  in 
misdoing.  The  Germans  can  be 
blamed  for  reluctance  to  expand 
by  lower  taxation  and  lower 
interest  rates.  But  now  the  bubble 
has  burst  it  is  only  in  the  US  that 
remedial  action  can  be  taken,  and 
that  ought  to  mean  an  agreed 
programme  to  reduce  the  deficit 
over,  a period  of  years.  Other 
countries  can  only  hold  tight. 

Yet  what  has  happened  could 
signal  a change  of  intellectual 
climate  in  Britain  which  could 
seriously  damage  public  con- 
fidence in  what  the  Thatcher 
government  has  achieved  since 
1979;  the  government  has  to  tread 
the  political  tightrope  with  great 
sensitivity  from  now  on  if  it  is  to 
win  the  next  election. 

The  nature  of  the  danger  is 
already  dear,  and  one  simple, 
untrue  but  nevertheless  dangerous 
message  is  beginning  to  go  out 
from  the  Labour  Party.  This  is 
coming  as  unscrupulously  from  its 
so-called  moderates  as  from  its 
fundamentalists.  The  message  is 
that  the  free  martet  has  failed  and 
that  Thatcherism  is  discredited 
because  it  can  be  lumped  together 
with  Reaganomics. 

in  the  Commons  this  week  John 
Smith,  the  shadow  Chancellor, 
had  nothing  better  to  say  than  to 
blame  Mr  Lawson  for  failing.  to 
“face  up"  to  the  US  trade  deficit 
and  Goman  and  Japanese  sur- 
pluses, then  to  ask  whether  he 
understood  that  the  free  market 
chickens  had  come  home  to  roost. 

Free-market  theories  no  longer 

the  feet  that  a few  weelofago  the 
Labour  leadership  was  desperately 
trying  to  persuade  its  party  of  die 
need  to  come  to  terms  with  the 
reality  of  markets.  For  good 
measure,  he  threw  in  the  BP  sale 
and  condemned  it  as  “profoundly

It  may  well  seem  to  be  the  most 


unconvincing  kind  of  point-scor- 
ing. but  it  could  be  immensely 
damaging  to  die  government. 
Reaganomics  are  in  many  ways 
the  opposite  of  Thaicncnu? 
economics,  yet  if  the  assertion  ■ s 
made  often  enough  that  they  aJ)v 
one  and  the  same,  and  if  t?ie 
financial  crash  were  to  turn  nH° 
an  economic  slump,  the  false 
equation  would  only  too  easily  oe 
believed.  Who  will  then  remember 
the  period  before  the  last  election 
when  British  ministers,  having  got 
. inflation  down  and  badly  neeamg 
lower  interest  rates  to  gel  the 
economy  and  employment  mov- 
ing. were  criticizing  the  Reagan- 
omic  rate  of  interest  in  the  U 5 and 
Labour  was  exhorting  them  to 
copy  Mr  Rsigan? 

Politics  proceed  by  prevailing 
winds  of  intellectual  fashion.  A 
wind  of  fashion  for  planning, 
incomes  policies  and  social  en- 
gineering m the  latter  years  of  the 
Tory  administrations  before  1964 
presaged  the  Wiison-Callaghan 
years  of  interventionism  until 
1979.  only  briefly  punctuated  by 
the  Heath  years  which  fell  into  the 
same  trap.  A change  of  intellectual 
climate  before  1 979  then  prepared 
the  way  for  Mrs  Thatcher’s  victory 
in  three  general  elections. 

But  it  wasn't  the  intellectual 
power  of  the  free-market  argu- 
ment which  primarily  brought  her 
victory  but  the  failure  of  whal 
went  before.  If,  therefore,  Thatch- 
erism seems  not  to  be  working 
because  of  repercussions  of  what 
happens  this  week,  it  will  not  be 
guaranteed  another  victory  be- 
cause Mr  Smith's  arguments  and 
assertions  are  ludicrous  or  untrue. 
New  problems  will  unleash  an 
urge  for  new  solutions.  Because 
BP  went  wrong,  all  privatization 
may  be  questioned.  Because  there 
has  been  an  absurd  stock  market 
collapse,  it  will  be  said  that  the  free 
market  does  not  work. 

The  truth  is  not  that  the  free 
market  does  not  work  but  that  it 
has  not  been  truly  free.  That  is  to 
say,  it  has  not  been  free  in  the  US 
(and  the  same  might  apply  else- 
where) of  the  interference  of 
politicians  who.  for  their  own 
political  purposes,  prevent  it  from 
functioning  property,  allowing  it 
to  be  swamped  with  credit  which 
finally  has  die  effect  that  we  haw 
seen  on  Wall  Street 

Internationally,  the  problem  of 
credit  deserves  consideration 
along  with  those  of  the  US  budget 
deficit  and  the  surpluses  of  others. 
In  Britain,  the  need  is  for  great 
sensitivity,  lack  of  dogmatism  and 
a willingness  on  the  part  of  the 
government  to  be  self-critical.  It 
might  even  consider  whether  il  is 
- sensible  for  a government  to  sell 
off  anything  with  the  kind  of 
publicity  which  suggests  to  un- 
sophisticated investors  that  they 
cannot  fail  to  make  money. 

If  times  become  harder,  it  is 
very  important  that  the  govern- 
ment should  not  leave  any  im- 
pression that  its  concern  is  for  the 
encouragement  of  the  well-off 
rather  than  the  well-being  of  the 
least  well-off  From  now  on  it 
should  consider  nothing  by  rou- 
tine dogma;  everything  open- 
mindedfy.  The  opposition's  case  is 
appallingly  unconvincing.  But 
President  Reagan  has  proved  a 
good  friend  to  Mr  Kinnock.

has  been  but  won't  be  mud 
longer,  which  turns  the  conversa- 
tion to  the  slock  market  crash  and 
makes  the  gloom  gloomier.

Sir,  Market  forces,  free  and  de- 
regulated, have  now  landed  us  in  a 
Stock  Exchange  convulsion  which 
is  in  many  ways  comparable  with 
1929-  When  people  are  buying 
shares  (partly  with  borrowed 
money)  on  a large  scale,  not  to 
hold  or  receive  income  but  to  sell 
at  a higher  price,  th^n  almost 
inevitably,  when  the  prospect  of 
further  rises  fades,  there  will  be  a

It  is  fairly  generally  agreed  now 
that  this  happened  in  1929;  and 
the  deflationary  impulse  then 
spread  outwards  because  the 
monetary  authorities  in  the  US 
and  elsewhere  foiled  to  ease  credit 
in  rime.

But  after  that  interval  people 
forget  the  lesson;  and  investors  in 
the  last  few  years  have  been 
allowed— and  even  encouraged  by 
privatisation  propaganda  — to 
believe  that  share  prices  rise  for 
ever.  When  this  belief  takes  bold 
the  trouble  starts  and  no  auto- 


matic hidden  hand  exists  ib  avert 
it 

After  October,  1929,  bland  re- 
assurances by  eminent  persons 
were  usually  followed  by  still 
sharper  fells  in  prices.  Apparent 
recoveries  were  swamped  repeat- 
edly by  irresistible  deflationary 
forces  winch  engulfed  the  real 
economy  of  output  trade  and 
employment  for  2%  years,  and 
finally  brought  Hitler  to  power. 

The  risk  of  a downward  slide  is 
now  real  But  it  need  not  happen  if 
the  governments  and  monetary 
authorities  in  the  advanced  coun- 
tries — particularly  surplus  coun- 
tries — continue  acting  to  ease 
credit,  and  above  all  to  hong  down 
interest  rates  from  their  present 
exceedingly  high  levels. 

It  is  no  good  relying  on  auto- 
matic correcting  mechanisms 
which  do  not  exist,  nor  on  false 
“recoveries"  such  as  deceived 
many  optimists  in  the  early 
months  of  1950.

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The  Government  informed  private  abortion 
dimes  last  year  that  they  could  no  longer, 
under  their  licences,  perform  abortions  beyond 
24  weeks,  because  they  lacked  the  necessary 
medical  resources  to  respond  properly  to  any 
live  births  which  might  occur.  Last  year  there 
were  only  29  legal  abortions  performed  after 
the  24th  week  of  pregnancy. 

Too  much  of  the  public  argument  about 
abortion  proceeds  on  the  bass  of  the  too 
simpteequation  between  morality  and  legality: 


the  lesser,  or  whether  it  is  of  such  a nature  that 
it  overrides  all  other  considerations. 

The  1967  Abortion  Act  explicitly  adopted 
the  former  position,  and  indeed  required  a 
written  dimcaljB^wnwit  from  two  doctors  to 
that  effect  There  can  be  little  doubt  that  the 
Act’s  answer  to  the  philosophical  question 
corresponds  to  the  majority  view  in  Britain.  It 
is  accepted  that  there  are  circumstances  in 
which  abortion  can  be  permitted.  The  law’s 
doty  is  to  ensure  that  the  haianring  of  relevant 
factors  is  responsibly  done. 
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The  Government’s  proposals  for  determining 
the  fixture  pay  and  conditions  of  teachers  in 
England  and  Wales  — however  unpalatable 
they  may  be  to  the  teaching  unions  and  the 
local  education  authorities— do  no  more  than 
reflect  reality.  Plainly,  the  Government  has  an 
overwhelming  interest  in  the  size  and  distribu- 
tion of  a pay  bin  that  currently  stands  at£7  bil- 1 
lion  a year  and  represents  5 per  cent  of  all 
public  expenditure. 

In  the  bad  old  days  of  tire  Burnham 
committee  that  interest  could  be  expressed 
only  negatively  by  a veto.  Now  it  is  to  be  reo- 
ogmzed  openly  by  giving  tire  Secretary  of 
State’s  representatives  a buflt-in  majority  on 
the  employers’  side,  of  tire  new  Teachers' 
Negotiating  Group.  Furthermore,  if  there  is 
deadlock,  a not  uncommon  occurrence  in  tire 
past,  the  Government  is  to  have  the  power  to 
implement  a settlement.  - 

In  other  wards,  the  Government  wili  decide 
at  the  outset  what  it  thinks  tire  country  can  aff- 
ord (tempered  by  its  awareness  of  the  need  to 
pay  teachers  enough  to  recruit,  retain  and 
motivate  them);  invite  the  other  partners  in  tire 
education  service  to  agree  with  its  decision 
and,  if they  refuse,  impose  it  anyway.  Teachers, 
in  short,  will  be  in  much  the  same  poation  as 
most  employees  in  the  private  sector.  The 
Green  Paper  specifically  rejects  tire  two  most 
common  public  sector  alternatives:  a national 
joint  council  (too  much  like  Burnham)  and  an 
independent  pay  review  body  (inappropriate 
for  a group  that  shows  no  sign  of  giving  up 
striking). 

The  most  obvious  losers,  once  again,  are  tire 
104  local  education  authorities.  The  unions,  at 
least,  win  be  free  to  campaign  for  public 
support  for  their  case  that  teachers  should  be 
decently  paid  and  that  schools  are  unlikely  to 
.improve  very  much,  whatever  reforms  tire 
Government  may  introduce,  until  they  are. 
The  local  authorities,  however,  may  be 
forgiven  for  seeing  the  Green  Paper  as  another 
nail  in  their  coffin. 

Technically,  they  still  employ  80  per  cent  of 
the  440,000  teachers  in  the  State  sector  and  pay 
the  salaries  of  the  remaining  20  per  cent  in  vol- 
untary-aided schools.  It  is  true  that  them 


legitimate  interest  will  decline  as  schools  begin 
to  opt  out  oflocal  authority  control.

The  immediate  prospect  for  teachers'  pay 
remains,  however,  tire  most  pressing  concern 
and,  in  particular,  tire  £300  million  limit  that 
Mr  Baker  has  suddenly  imposed  on  the 
deliberations  of  the  interim  committee  which 
he  appointed  only  three  months  ago  to  advise 
him  bn  the  April,  1988,  pay  settlement.  Apart 
from  the  interesting  question  of  who  is 
advising  whom,  it  is  essential  to  recognize  the 
likely  consequences  of  imposing  a pay  increase 
of  less  than  5 per  cent  when  the  average  rise  in 
non-manual  earnings  is  running  at  more  than 
7.5  percent 

Once  again,  teachers’  pay  wiB  begin  felling 
behind  that  of  comparable  groups.  It  win  make 
it  especially  difficult  to  jay  more  to  the  best 
classroom  teachers,  those  in  difficult  areas,  and 
those  whose  skills  are  in  short  supply.  Any 
sense  of  injustice  risks  depressing  morale  and 
encouraging  militancy.  All  thin  will  be  happen- 
ing at  the  very  time  that  thousands  of  extra 
teachers  wiB  have  to  be  recruited  to  make  the 
national  curriculum  a reality. 

It  wiB  also  be  happening  at  the  very  time' 
when  the  Government  is  seeking  to  persuade  a 
universally  hostile  education  establishment 
that  its  radical  reforms  are  based  on,  and 
justified  by,  its  commitment  to  raising 
standards  in  schools.  Standards  win  not  be 
raised  by  a sullen  teaching  force!.  The 
Government  wiB  not  be  believed  if  it  is  seen  to 
be  courting  a repetition  of  the  past  three  years’ 
disruption.  None  of  the  powers  that  a Green 
Paper  can  propose  wiB  change  that

Saudi 
Arabia,  which  wfll  be  the  moving  at  the 
summit,  does  not  care  for  decisions  whictiare 
not  unanimous,  and  there  is  no  sign  that  Syra 


tary  fight  against  IsraeL  After  the  crushing 
defeat  in  the  1967  war,  Egypfs  leadership  went 
into  decline.

I abortion  legislation.  They  could 
I hardly  be  graver. 

I Twenty  years  oi^  and  in  spite  of 

every  assurance  given  during  the 
debates  of  1967,  this  country 
boasts  one  of  the  most  liberal 
abortion  regimes  in  the  world  — 
which  actually  us  hard 

currency.  The  once  extremist  goal 
of  “abortion  on  demand”  has  long 
since  been  realised,  at  least  for 
those  wife  enough  persistence  (or 
private  funding).  Deeming  the 
decision  to  be  one  of  medicine 
only  stands  revealed  as  fee  legal 
fiction  it  always  was. 

The  de facto  ground  for  abortion 
in  the  great  mass  of  cases  is  now 
that  of  “serious  inconvenience"  to 
the  mother,  nothing  more  mu'  less. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  Mr  Alton’s 
measure  will  lead  us  to  reassess  the 
practice  of  abortion  in  three 
interlocking  areas: 

First,  our  deepseated  ambiva- 
lence towards  the  question  of 
handicap  needs  to  be  recognised. 
On  the  one  band,  we  have  a new- 
found respect  for  our  follows  who 
suffer  mental  or  physical  disabil- 
ity. On  the  other,  we  consider  the 
mere  risk  of  such  disability  a 
ground  — the  best  of  all  — for 
foeticide,  even  on  the  threshold  of 
viability. 

Secondly,  our  vital  concern  for 
children  who  are  subject  to  abuse 
must  be  set  side  by  side  with  a 
more  candid  perception  of  abor- 
tion as  the  abuse  of  fee  foetus.  It  is 
curious  to  recall  that  liberal  abor- 
tion was  meant,  among  so  many 
benefits,  to  reduce  child  abuse  by 
making  all  babies  “wanted". 

By  contrast,  it  is  hard  not  to 
believe  that  our  acquiescence  in 
the  destruction  of  even  the  folly 
formed  foetus  at  18  weeks  and 
later  has  had  the  reverse  effect  We 
are  a society  which  abuses  its 
children,  after  birth  and  before. 

Thirdly,  human  rights,  like 
peace,  are  indivisible.  We  must 
not  be  party  to  the  selective 
stifling  of  this  most  fiinriamnntal 
principle  of  contemporary  politi-

Florence,  October  24. 

The  future  writer  of  a Comic 
History  of  Italy  wiB  find  rich 
iMterialii  for  a pungent  pfrwpte- 
in  the  incidents  of  the  last  few 
days.  Accustomed  though  we 
upon  the  spot  are  to  the  vagaries 
of  Italian  politics  and  the 
eccentricities  of  Italian  public 
men,  we  have  been  completely 
confounded  and  thrown  off  our 
balance  by  what  we  have  lately 
witnessed.  Scarcely  had  we  ' 
recovered  from  one  startling  | 
shock  when  our  breath  was  taken 
away  by  another  yet  more  vi- 
olent. To  justify  our  astonish- 
ment, I have  only  to  recall  the 
incidents  of  Garibaldi’s  career 
during  the  last  ten  days.  His 
escape  from  Caprera,  which  took 
place  on  the  15th,  appears  to 
have  been.  From  the  details 
published  in  the  papers,  not  one 
of  the  least  adventurous  and 
romantif  inriiknhi  in  his  check- 
ered existence.  He  is  said  to  have 
left  the  island  between  sunset  and 
moonrise,  alone  in  one  of  those 
light  boats  used  by  sportsmen  in 
the  marshes,  and  whkb,  perhaps, 
escaped  notice  owing  to  the 
improbability  that  any  one  would 
put  to  sea  in  it.  The  island  was 
closely  watched,  and  a strong 
guard  of  marines  was  on  shore. 
The  success  of  the  enterprise  waB 
looked  upon  as  almost  impos- 
sible, but  those  who  sought  his 
rescue  were  resolved  to  ran  aB 
risks.  Some  scanfy  details  have 
been  published  in  the  Genoa 
Mommento,  unauthenticated  by 
signatures,  but  which  are  gen- 
erally accepted  as  correct  so  far  as 
they  go.  One  of  the  letters 
containing  them  is  dated  on 
board  the  paramella  (a  sort  of 
fishing  boat)  St  F — , m sight  of 
Tuscany  on  the  19th  of  October. 
The  interval  bad  probably  been 
passed  in  the  akmd  of  Sardinia 
and  on  the  water.  The  boat 
arrived  off  Nado,  on  the  coast  of 
the  Maremma,  in  the  morning, 
but  Garibaldi  (fid  not  land  until 
6p.m.  After  marly  losing  their 
way  in  the  marshes  he  and  his 
companions  reached  a village, 
procured  a carriage,  and  went  on 
(says  one  account)  in  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Roman  frontier,  but 
that  direction  can  hardly  have 
been  persevered  in,  for  at  about 
that  date  Garibaldi  is  known  to 
have  come  to  Florence . . . There 
are  plenty  of  troops  here,  of 
undwbted  discipline,  and  ready 

to  obey;  plenty  of  gendarmes  and 

police:  fee  Government,  although 
it  has  just  resigned,  is  in  power,  it 
is  urged  to  arrest  Garibaldi,  but 
Garibaldi  is  left  at  huge,  to  show 
hiiwwlf  in  public,  to  issue 
proclamations,  to  make  ^qypffchps 
from  his  window  to  enthusiastic 
crowds.

OBITUARY 


M ANDRE  MASSON 


A leading  spirit  in  the  Surrealist  movement 


MAndrE  Masson,  the  French 
painter  and,  with  the 
exception  of  Dali,  the  oldest 
surviving  member  of  the 
Surrealist  school,  died  in  Paris 
yesterday,  at  the  age  of9I. 

It  is  feir  to  .summarise  his 
work  as  Surrealist,  though  he 
broke  away  from  the  move- 
ment in  1929  in  protest 
against  what  he  felt  was  Andrfe 
Breton’s  domineering  leader- 
ship. His  art  passed  through 
several  phases,  and  was 
characterized  by  i-  restless 
desire  for  change. 

In  one  of  his  most 
striking  phases  he  expressed, 
in  fantastic  terms,  his  sense  of 
the  honor  and  tragedy  of  a 
war-stricken  centmy.-Jn  other 
paintings  he  cfeariy  indicated 
his  debt  both  to  Turner  and  to 
Chinese  landscape  pictures. 

In  America  during  the 
Second  World  War  he  devel- 
oped his  calligraphic  freedom 
of  style  which  led  to  work  of 
great  spontaneity.  This  which 
was  not  without  its  effect  on 
young  American  painters  such 
as  Jackson  Pollock.  He  re- 
mained constant  to  tbe  idea  of 
“automatism”  or  free  im- 
pulse, which  was  at  the  core  erf 
so  much  of  foe  Surrealist 
effort 

Andre  Masson  was  hom  on 
January  4,  1896,  at  fialagny, 
Oise.*  Before  tire  First  World 
War  he  studied  art  in  Brussels 
and  Paris.  From  1914  he 
served  in  die  French  Army, 
and  was  severely  wounded. 
The  hideous  realities  of  trench 
warfare  made  a profound  and 
fasting  impression  on  him, 
and  left  him  with  a troubled 
curiosity  about  tire  nature  and 
destiny  of  mao. 

But  rather  than  fragmenting 
his  sensftritity  the  Aock  of  the 
war  produced  a belief  in  the 
symbolic  unity  of  tilings.

which,  had  his  in&tectnal 
equipment  and  training  beep 
of  a more  formalized  nature, 
might  well  lave  expressed 
itself  philosophically.  As  it 
was,  he  explored  his  meta- 
physical preoccupations 
through  ai%  and,  in  1922, 
went  to  Paris  where  be  began 
to  show  his  paintings. 

At  first  he  was  attracted 
towards  Cubism,  but  after  his 
first  exhibition  in  Paris  at  the 
GaJerie  Simon  in  1924  he 
found  the  growing  Surrealist 
tendencies  of  the  time  more 
sympathetic.  He  bad  already 
met  Mird,  and  the.  writers 
Armand  Salacrou,  Michel 
Leins  and  Georges  Limbo  ur, 
and  he  also  got  to  know  Andre 
Breton.  As  a result  he 
exhibited  with  the  Surrealist 
group  from  1924. 

“For  us,  the  Surrealists  of 
1924”,  he  wrote  in  his  book. 
The  Pleasures  of  Painting 
(I960),  “the  great  prostitute 

was  reason.  It  was  cool  reason, 

after  all  which  had  lea 
mankind  into  the  war  to  end 
all  ware”.

Thereafter  be  never  wastedan 
opportunity  to  voice  the 
concerns  of  his  sponsors, 
tbe  National  Union  of 
Mmewozkers,  or  to  promote 
their  cause  — and  never  more 
so  than  when,  in  1947,  after 
having  been  chosen  to  move 


the  Address  in  reply  to  the 
King’s  Speech  at  the  opening 
of  Parliament,  he  devoted  the 
whole  erf  his  remarks  to  the 
cause  ofhis  former  colleagues. 

He  was  a Muff  speaker 
and  an  exceptionally  shrewd 
tactician,  and  he  was  a pillar  of 
the  trade  union  group  at 
Westminster. 


William  (Bill)  Reid  Btyton 
was  boro  on  May  2,  1899,  at 


was  bora  on  May  A 1599,  at 
South  Shields.  He  went  to  an 
elementary  school  and  at  the 
age  of  thirteen  went  down  the 
pits.  During  tbe  Firet  World 
War  he  served  in  the  sub- 
marine service,  returning  to 
mining  when  the  war  ended. 

He  joined  tbe  Labour  Party 
in  1920,  was  chairman  of  the 
South  Shields  Labour  Party  in 
1928/9,  and  again  in  1931/2. 


At  22  he  was  a delegate  to  the 
Durham  Miners’ Association, 
and  at  28  chairman  of  Hatton 
Miners’  Lodge.

Town  Council  being  chair- 
man of  the  education  'and 
etectricty  committees: 

He  was  chosen  as  Labour 
candidate  for  the  Houghton- 
le-Spring  Division  oFDnrham 
— an  impregnable  Labour 
stronghold  — and  was  elected 
to  Parliament  in  the  general 
election  of  1945  with  a 
majority  of  almost  23,000. 

In  1947,  be  was  appointed 
Pariiaroentaty  Private  Sec- 
retary (unpaid  personal  assis- 
tant- of  a minister),  to  the 
Minister  of  CSvil  Aviation:  It 
was  a short  stay:  two  years

He  was  commissioned 
into  tbe  RoyaJ  Engineers  in 
1914  and  saved  with  them 
throughout  the  war  with  the 
rank  of  captain,  a tide  by 
which  he  was  thereafter  al- 
ways known. 


Just  after  the  war  he  was 
articled  to  a couan  who  had  a 
flourishing  land  management 
practice  in  the  Coventry  area, 
which  gave  him  a good 
grounding-in  the  field.  He  then

For  the  next  sixty  years, 
until  he  finally  stepped  down 
in  1982,  he  remained  active  in 
Its  amirs  and  oversaw  its 
expansion  and  diversification. 
He  was  a man  with  a fine  eye 
for  detail  and  who  preferred 
not  to  leave  anything  to 
chance.  The  number  of  large

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Science  report 

Winchester  dig 
yields  Saxon  pit 

By  Norman  Hammond,  Archaeology  Correspondent 
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What  has  been  described  as 
“Britain's  biggest  archaeologi- 
cal excavation*  for  1987  has 
exposed  a substantial  slice  of 
medieval  life  in  the  centre  of 
Winchester. 

Two  town  houses  have  been 
completely  uncovered,  together 
with  a similar  dwelling  a thou- 
sand years  earlier  Emm  the 
Roman  period,  and  a Saxon 
fanning  pit  still  with  its  wooden 
lining  preserved. 

The  site,  known  as  the 
Brooks,  lies  between  Middle  and 
Upper  Brook  Street,  a few 
hood  red  yards  north  of  Win- 
chester Cathedral  and  just  west 
of  one  of  the  loci  clossici  of 
British  archaeology,  the  Lower 
Brook  Street  site  excavated  over 
an  eleven-year  period  by  Martin 
Biddle  in  the  1 960s  and  early 
1970s  (The  Timet,  January  13, 
1972). 

Middle  Brook  Street  divides 
that  site  from  the  one  being  dog, 

and  in  medieval  times  seems  to 
have  divided  the  tanners  from 
the  doth  workers.  One  of  the  two 
properties  completely  imcovered 
this  year  is  the  house  of  John 
Newman,  a fuller  who  lived 
there  in  1409. 

It  seems  to  have  been  a 

middle-class  establishment,  ear- 
lier owned  by  Roger  the  Vintner 
between  1140  and  1158^ the 
house  faced  directly  on  to  the 
street,  with  a yard,  workshop, 
two  cottages  and  a 8*™*“ 
stretched  out  behind  it  on  *«* 
long,  narrow  lot. 

The  honse  was  built  of  chalk 
and  flinty  with  an  earlier  Nor- 
man phase  reboot  around  1340. 
Only  the  rear  is  so  far  exposed: 
the  rest  will  follow  when  Middle 
Brook  Street  is  dosed  to  trainc 

and  toraup  doling  the  next  year. 

The  yard,  on  the  other  hand, 
has  been  completely  excavated. 
It  is  surfaced  with  chalk,  and 
across  it  ran  2 gravel  path  an  a 
well-built  open  drain  of  csreraljy 
cot  chalk  blocks,  A large  ^ 
one  corner  has  yielded  Pja™ 
remains,  pieces  of  leather  and  a 
fragment  of  medieval  doth. 

The  workshop  had  a tank  in 
one  comer,  probably  for  rolling 
doth:  samples  of  concretion 
from  Us  interior  have  been  sent 
for  analysis  to  confirm  this-  K ^ 
believed  to  be  the  first  such 
workshop  to  be  completely  ev-

The  “cottages'’  behind  the 
workshop  appear  to  be  two  pMn 

rooms;  the  identification  rests  on 

a document  of  Che  fifteenth 
century  winch  describes  two 


women  called  Elizabeth  and 
Mabel  as  tenants. 

Beyond  the  garden  rose  the 
back  wall  of  John  de  Tytyng’s 
property,  a much  higher-class 
establishment  at  the  beginning 
of  the  fourteenth  century. 

John  de  Tytyng  was  mayor  of 
Winchester,  an  MP  and  a knight 
of  the  shire,  one  of  the  magnates 
of  England's  ancient  capital.  His 
house  bad  a frontage  of  a 100 
feet,  five  times  the  normal  width, 
on  to  Upper  Brook  Street,  “with 
a great  gate**,  say  the 
documents. 

The  excavations  have  shown 
that  his  bouse  was  constructed 
by  knocking  together  two  earlier 
buildings-  one  of  them  a twelfth 
century  hall  which  was  replaced 
by  a large  new  hall  at  the  front  of 
the  honse.  The  square  base  of 
the  hearth  has  been  uncovered, 
together  with  the  kitchen  which 
lay  behind  the  ball  and  the 
private  parlour  tot  he  sooth  with 
its  large  cellar. 

A large  square  latrine  pit  is 
currently  feeing  emptied:  it  has 
yielded  a lead  rosette  from  a 
stained-glass  window,  much 
Salntonges  ware  from  the  South 
of  France,  probably  from  water 
or  wine  pitchers,  and  a wooden 
toilet  seat  that  had  presumably 
outlived  its  usefulness  or 
comfort- 

At  the  rear  of  the  garden  is  a 
deep  and  cffllgraatic  circular 
structure  sunk  into  the  ground. 
It  has  provisionally  beat  identi- 
fied as  the  base  of  a dovecot,  and 

many  bird  bone*  have  been 
recovered  from  its  filL 

In  contrast  with  the  two 
medieval  town  houses,  which  are 
relatively  complete,  the  Roman 
bouse  found  on  the  sooth  side  of 
the  site  is  a sorry  site,  riven  by 

medieval  cesspits- Nevertheless, 

most  of  the  plan  has  be» 

recovered,  together  with  areas  tf 
red  brick  mosaic  floor  and 
collapsed  roof  Dies.

The  instigators  of  this  nasty 
joke  are  the  snbject  of  an 
exceptional  two-part  docu- 
mentary, Mafia  Wan  (BBC1X 
which  traces  the  recent  history

Time  was,  groused  the  cagey 
silhouette  of  supergrass 
Tommaso  Bnscetta,  when 
bloodshed  was  kept  in  the 
families;  nowadays,  “they’ve 
lost  all  human  values’’.  Sr 
Bnscetta  is  said  to 

have  lolled  over  100  people, 
and  sot  even  his  Ronnie  Biggs 
nose-job  will  save  him  from 
vengeance  once  those  he  be- 
trayed discover  his 
whereabouts. 

The  ’pizza  connection’  gen- 
erated quite  farcical  sums  of 
money.

Any  film  whose  talents  embrace  the 
directors  of  Pierrot  te  Fou,  Jubilee, 
Brideshead  Revisited  and  The 
Adventures  of  Barry  Mackenzie 
must  have  curiosity  value  at  least. 
On  this  score.  Aria  never  dis- 
appoints. Ten  directors,  of  varied 
accomplishments,  interpret  ten 
selections  from  opera  recordings, 
new  and  old,  controlled  by  RCA — a 
concept  clearly  inspired  less  by  the 
portmanteau  films  of  old  than  the 
modem  craze  for  music  videos. 

The  British  producer  Don  Boyd 
did  not  require  a literal  illustration 
of  the  operas  from  his  team.  Each 
sequence  was  produced  by  a sepa- 
rate unit  in  for-flung  locations. 
Franc  Roddam  (of  Quadrophenia 
fame)  chose  to  transfer  the 
Liebestod  from  Tristan  and  Isolde 
to  Las  Vegas;  the  Brideshead  man, 
Charles  Sturridge,  settled  for  The 
Force  of  Destiny  in  bleak,  black- 
and-white  north  London.  Jean-Luc 
Godard,  handed  perhaps  the  most 
arcane  music,  from  Lully’s  Armide ; 
set  up  his  cameras  in  the  most 
arcane  place  — the  Weider  gym  in 
Paris.  John  Hurt,  directed  by  Bin 


Bryden,  provides  a weak  link  be- 
tween episodes,  wandering,  per- 
plexed, in  an  opera  cloak  before 
putting  on  the  motley  for  I Pagliacd 
(the  singing  voice  is  Caruso’s).  The 
other  directors  are  Ken  Russell, 
Nicolas  Roeg,  Bruce  Beresford, 
Jutien  Temple,  Derek  Jarman,  and 
Robert  Altman. 

Here,  you  might  think,  is  a golden 
chance  for  our  boys  to  let  their 
imaginations  rip.  Some  da  Russell 
gives  us  a jewel-drenched  woman 
surrounded  by  Saturn’s  rings,  a car 
crash,  and  graphic  hospital  surgery 
— all  dubiously  inspired  by 
Puccini’s  Turandot.  Godard,  is 
what  is  easily  the  strongest  and  most 
ambitious  segment,  performs  his 
own  surgery  on  Lully,  filtering 
natural  sounds  into  the  music,  and 
transferring  the  ornate,  graceful  aria 
to  the  mouths  of  alluring  women 
cleaners,  ministering  to  impassive 
weightlifterc. 

Other  imaginations  seem 
strangely  corseted.  Niooias  Roeg 
opens  proceedings  with  a footling, 
tongue-in-cheek  treatment  of 
Verdi’s  A Masked  Ball,  enlivened 
by  Theresa  Russell  as  the 
moustachioed  King  Zog  of  Albania. 
Roddam 's  Las  Vegas  Tristan 
plumbs  depths  of  banality  only 
matched  by  Julien  Temple’s 
Rigoletlo  (in  which  husband  and 
wire  cheat  on  each  other  at  the  same 
garish  pleasure  palace:  the  aria, 
inevitably,  is  La  Donna  e Mobile). 
Altman  comes  a cropper,  too, 
filming  an  18th-century  audience  as 
lewd  and  rowdy  as  any  in  Hogarth, 
listening  with  scant  attention  to 
Rameau’s  Les  Boreades. ; the  music 
deserves  so  much  more  than  this 
one-note  treatment. 

On  release  in  its  native  Australia, 
Bliss  collected  for  more  money  than 
Rambo,  and  won  three  top  prizes 
from  the  Australian  Film  Institute. 
Yet  this  ambitious  film,  based  on 
Peter  Carey’s  first  novel,  does  little 
to  court  popularity:  mood  and 
locale  shift  with  lightning  speed  as  it 
follows  the  comic  fortunes  of  Hairy 
Joy,  a successful  advertising  exec- 
utive who  sees  life  differently  after

The  director,  Ray  Lawrence, 
comes  from  the  world  of  television 
commercials,  which  may  partly 
explain  why  spot  effects  win  out 
over  dramatic  tension.  But  the  main 
problem  lies  with  the  film's  dogged 
fidelity  to  its  text,  adapted  by 
Lawrence  with  the  author:  . 

Ultimately,  Bliss  is  to  be  sa- 
voured for  isolated  moments:  for 
the  elephant  that  suddenly  squashes : 
Harry’s  red  Fiat;  for  the  editing  cut 
that  reveals  two  bewildered  Sea 
Scouts  listening  to  the  asylum 
head’s  harangue  about  house  rules. 
After  a pretentious  quotation  from 
Poe,  A Nightmare  on  Ehu  Street  3 : 
Dream  Warriors  gets  down  to 
business  juggling  foe  did  cliches. 
Once  again  foe  hideously  burned 
body  of  Freddy  Krueger,  child 
murderer,  tfallcs  -teenagers'  night, 
mares  with  claw  fingers  and 
malevolent  smile.  The  old  brew  is 
pepped  up  with  extra  gore,  a larger 
budget  for  special  effects,  new 
details  about  Freddy’s  past  (he  turns 
out  to  be  “the  bastard  sou  of  a* 
hundred  maniacs”),  and  guest 
appearances  by  Dick  Cavett  andZsa 
Zsa  Gabor. 

The  resulting  meal  is  strong  on 
surface  thrills,  fait  extremely  hard  to 
digest.  Elm  Street  1 at  least  told  its 
ridiculous  story  with  conviction, 
bat  this  new  script  has  mme  loose 
ends  than  a bowl  of  spaghetti. 
Patricia  Arquette  (Rosanna’s  youn- 
ger sister)  performs  adequately 
enough  as  foe  main  .teenage-victim. 
The  biggest  burden,  however,  foils 
on  Heather  I-angenkamp,  dearly  a 
graduate  of  foe  Brooke  Shields 
School  of  Dramatic  Art;  who  ap- 
peared in  foe  original  and  returns 
squeaking  plangently  as  a hot-shot 
specialist  in  dream  disorders.  Wes 
Craven,  foe  series’  creator,  wisely 
sal  on  foe  sidelines;  Chock  Rnssefl, . 
a newcomer,  directed.

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Chris  and  larks  often  seem 
to  marry  and  live  more  or  less 
happily  ever  after  depriving 
each  other  of  sleep,  but  why 
some  people  are  alert  eariy 
and  others  late  is  still  some- 
thing of  a mystery. 
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Psychologist  Dr  Simon 
Folkard.  of  the  Perceptual  and 
Cognitive  Performance  Unit 
at  the  University  of  Sussex,  an 
expert  in  the  effects  of  shift 
work  on  .ability,  has  been 
conducting  a research  pro- 
gramme into  personality  dif- 
ferences over  a 24-hour  period 
with  the  help  of  the  Institute 
For  Medical  Research  and

“They  bave  more  expert- 
ace  of  f * ‘ 
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ence  of  this  land  of  experi- 
ment because  their  unions  and 
management  are  more  co- 
operative and  agree  that  it  is 
an  area  which  urgently  needs 
to  be  understood,”  he  says. 

“I  am  ddinitety  an  owl  and 
my  wife  is  a lark.”  Folkard 
believes  that  more  women 
than  men  are  “morning” 
types,  possibly  because  bio- 
logically this  pattern  of  sleep  is 
more  suited  to  the  raising  of 
children. 

“Our  research  proved  there 
is  good  justification  for  flexi 
time  m the  workplace  because 
people  do  seem  to  react  dif- 
ferently at  different  times  of 
the  day  depending  on  their 
personal  docks.  But  the  ques- 
tion of  sleep  patterns  is  much 
more  complicated  than  amply 
feeling  alert  at  certain  times  of 
the  day.  We  studied  the 
circadian  rhythm  (that  is, 
through  24  hours)  of28  people 
and  discovered  that  when  we 
asked  them  to  rale  themselves 
for  alertness,  larks  said  their 
alertness  rose  from  the  time 
they  woke  up  to  reach  a peak 
at  2pm,  when  it  began  to  go 
down  again,  whereas  evening 
types  didn’t  reach  their  maxi- 
mum until  6pm. 

“Although  there  was  a four- 
hour  difference  between 
morning  and  evening  types  in 
when  they  thought  they  were 
most  alert,  there  was  ho  such 
difference  in  the  physiological 
measurements  of  alertness. 
If  you  allow  people  to  work 
whim  they  feel  relatively  alert 
they  may  be  happier  because 
they  will  believe  they  are

Natural  sleep  patterns  can 
be  adjusted  to  suit  work 
requirements,  it  seems.  CSty 
types  who  have  to  get  up  ear- 
lier and  earlier  to  deal  with  the 
international  - stock  markets 
can  still  perform  effectively  so 
long  as  they  get  the  sleep  their 
bodies  require.Siniilariy,  hos- 
pital doctors  who -are  obliged 
to  stay  awake  fin-  long  hours 
can  catch  up  with  the  sleep 
they  need  on  their  days  off 
But  sleeping  problems  may 
require  treatment 

At  the  Sleep  Clinic  of  the 
Atkinson  Moriey  hospital, 
London,  there  is  a sxx-momh 
waiting  list  of  people  with 
serious  sleep  disorders,  which 
foil  into  four  groups:  diffi- 
culties of  initiation  and 
maintaining  sleep,  excessive 
somnahulance,  parasomniacs 
(sleepwalking,  sleeptalking 
and  night  terrors)  and  other 
disorders  such  as  narcolepsy 
(uncontrollable  attacks  of 
sleepmess). 

They  can  be  treated  at  the 
sleep  clinic  — which  also  runs 
group  therapy  sessions  twice  a 
week  — or  within  the  sleep

laboratory,  which  has  two 
bedrooms  decorated  with 
attractive  wallpaper  and  the 
sort  of  duvets  you  have  at 
home.  Patients  stay  for  two 
nights,  sleeping  vpth  elec- 
trodes attached  to  their  heads, 
and  are  recorded  on  video. 

Those  who  can  manage  on 
just  a few  hours’  sleep  are  in 
the  minority,  says  psychiatrist 
Dr  Larry  Cunifiud,  senior 
registrar  at  the  hospital  Most 
of  us  need  between  seven  and 
nine  hours.  And  we  need  to 
have  the  right  kind  of  sleep. 
Proper  sleep  has  a cycle  — 
light,  deep,  light  and  rapid  eye 
movement  (REM,  which  is 
associated  with  dreaming)  — 
which  lasts  for  90  minutes  and 
is  repeated  between  three  and 
five  times  a night.  Anything 
which  prevents  or  interrupts 


this  pattern  will  affect  the 
restorative  process  of sleeping. 

“There  is  a very  worrying 
number  of  people  who  are 
tolerating  bad  sleep  and  not 
doing  anything  about  chang- 
ing their  sleep  lifestyle," 
Ctuliford  says.  “When  people 
have  to  get  up  earlier  than 
their  normal  time,  what  they 
miss  put  on  is  REM.  Tea  and 
coffee  and  especially  alcohol 
can  prevent  people  mom-  hav- 
ing natural  sleep  — which  is 
why  they  go  to  their  doctors 
and  ask  for  sleeping  pills.  But 
these  should  be  renamed 


‘coma  pills*,  becausetire^  put 


un- 

do- 


you  into  some  kind 
conscious  state  which 
privesyou  of  the  good  bits  of 
sleep,  the  dreaming." 

Dreaming  can  not  only  have 
a cathartic  effect  on  our 
psyche,  it  can  be  manipulated 
into  a useful  tool  for  our 
waking  bouis.  Dr  David  Fon- 
tana. educational . 
at  the  University  of 
conducting  research  into  the 
ability  of  people  to  solve 
problems  while  they  are 
asleep,  with  the  assistance  of  a 
nursery  nurse.

How  hot  are  you  running? 
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t the  core  of  medi- 
cine lies  a conun- 
drum. Why  does  one 
• person  succumb  to 
sickness  while  another  re- 
mains well?  Why,  for  that 
matter,  does  the  illness  strike 
one  year  and  not  the  next? 

The  answer  lies  hidden 
within  our  immune  system, 
the  body’s  complex,  barely 
understood  * secret  service 
which  seeks  and  destroys 
invaders  from  without  and 
subversives  within.  It  has 
generally  been  thought  that  an 
individual  was  at  the  mercy  of 
his  or  her  immune  system,  its 
victim  rather  than  its  master. 
But  a new  book  by  an  Ameri- 
can psychologist.  Dr  Paid 
Pearsall,  claims  we  can  have 
for  more  control  over  that 

system  than  we  ever  dreamed. 

Essentially  his  foeoiy  is  this: 
the  brain  and  the  immune 
system  are  inextricably  linked 
by  hormonal  and  other  chemi- 
cal messages  in  what  he  calls 
ihe  supersystem.  In  turn  the 
brain's  patterns  of  secretions 
are  biochemically  afffectedby 
thoughts  and  feelings-  Thus 
the  more  you  control  your 
emotions  the  more  you  con- 
trol your  supersystem. 

This  is  su  peri  mm  uni  ty, 
which  gives  the  book  its  title 
and  which  he  defines i as  The 
capacity  to  think  and  fed  m 
ways  that  can  protect  us  from 
disease,  heal  us  when  we  are 
sick  and  help  us  to  attain  new 
levels  of  wellness  — a level  for 
beyond  the  mere  absence  of 
symptoms”.  ,

Their  supersystems 
become  cold,  slow  and  inat- 
tentive.” Cold  runners  would 
be  prone  to  ■ cancer,  asthma, 
diabetes,  multiple  sclerosis 

and  rheumatoid  arthritis. 

s He  believes  we  should  aim 
io  cool  down  or  warm  up  to 
the  healthiest  levd  - “not  too 
hot  not  loo  cold,  just  right”. 

He  sets  much  store  by  what 
he.  calls  “grandmothers  ad- 
vice” — regular  balanced 
meals,  moderate  exercise,  a 
good  night’s  sleep  and  avoid- 
ing toxins  such  as  nicotine 
-“But  you  have  to  stress  the 
positive  side  ratter  than  scar- 
ing people  all  the  time.”  He  is 
scathing  about  the  health  and 
fitness  “industry”  - diet  feds, 
excessive  exercise  pro- 


He  m no  way  disparages  the 
advances  of  medical  science 
nor  would  he  ignore  con- 
ventional treatment  but  he 
feels  our  over-reliance  on 
“instant”  cures  may  ul- 
timately be  “ re-arranging  the 
deck-chairs  on  the  Titanic 
With  Aids,  which  attacks  the 
immune  system  itself  this  is 
particularly  pertinent.  “Re- 
search is  under  way  to  wipe 
out  Aids  by  some  miracle 
drug,  yet  the  important  aspect 
of  strengthening  the  immune 
system  is  being  neglected.” 

He  is  concerned  that  people 
should  not  be  blamed  for  their 
illness,  “We  must  know  our- 
selves but  we  must  be  tolerant 
and  forgiving.  Besides,  disease 
is  very  healthy.  The  immune 
system  is  designed  to  cope 
with  it.  My  emphasis  is  not  on 
aiding  disease  but  on  learning 
from  it  and  on  accepting  it 
as  a challenge.”

Most  people  who  have  lost 
mosey  or  jobs  in  foe  stock 
market  collapse  wiS,  however 
depressed,  grimly  sec  about 
reorganizing  what  is  left  of 
their  lives  and  fortunes.  Bat 
{me  American  investor  dealt  with  the  problem 
differently:  he  went  to  foe  local  office  of 
Merrill  Lynch,  shot  his  broker  dead,  wounded 
an  assistant,  then  tinned  the  gun  on  himself. 

This  impulsive,  aggressive,  suicidal  aa  is 
unlikely  to  have  been  foe  Grst  time  he  exhib- 
ited anti-social  behaviour.  Research  has  shown 
that  people  who  react  in  this  way  to  stress  have 
frequently  led  a tnrtraleot  childhood  and  an 
adult  life  studded  with  violent  incidents. 
Usually  this  stems  from  a poorly  controlled 
temper  and  a tendency  to  act  on  impulse. 

Ten  years  ago  H was  suggested  that  this  type 
of  personality  is  likely  to  be  doe  to  a faulty  bio- 
chemical mechanism  in  the  brain  and  to  poor 
early  upbringing.  Biochemical  analysis  of  the 
fluid  around  the  brain  has  shown  that  low 
levels  of  Five  HIAA,  a breakdown  product  of 
serotonin,  is  related  to  impulsive  and  aggres- 
sive behaviour.  Patients  who  commit  suicide 
quietly,  with  minimum  fnss  to  others,  have 
normal  levels  of  Five  HIAA,  whereas  those 
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cases  where  the  suicide  was 
riotenr  have  raised  levels. 
Likewise  foe  Five  HIAA  level 
io  foe  impulsive  murderer  is 
high,  in  the  premeditated, 
detached  murderer  it  is  krw. 

A recent  review  In  The  lancet  of  foe 
relations  tup  between  fire  HIAA  levels  and 
impulsiveness  also  links  other  frequently 
observed  quirks  of  human  behaviour  to 
alterations  in  serotonin  metabolism.  Alcohol 
has  a complex  effect  on  serotonin,  and  changes 
in  its  metabolism  may  be  foe  reason  that  some 
people  become  aggressive  and  impulsive  after 
even  small  quantities  of  alcohoL 
The  beraodiaza pines,  such  as  Vallum, 
Librium  and  Mogadon,  lower  serotonin 
production.  With  them  some  patients  show  a 
paradoxical  reaction.  Instead  of  becoming 
tranquillized  they  become  violent.  It  is  foroaghf 
that  this;  too,  may  be  linked  to  an  abnormally 
low  level  of  Five  HIAA.  So  might  tire 
extremely  aggressive  behaviour  induced  in 
some  patients  by  hunger,  or  even  by  taking  a 
sugary  snack  when  fasting.  It  is  thought  in  this 
instance  foal  they  tend  to  have  high  levels  of 
insulin,  which  is  linked  to  low  lews  of  Five 
HIAA  as  well  as  low  blood-sugar.

ther smoked 
or  chewed,  has  been  acknowl- 
edged for  more  than  100  years, 
as  has  foe  greater  risk  for 
patients  who  are  heavy  smok- 
ers as  well  as  tobacco  addicts. 
Comparatively  recently,  oral 
snuff  pouches,  which  look  like 
teabags  but  are  designed  to 
allow  tobacco  to  ooze  out  of 
them  when  held  in  foe  mouth, 
have  been  marketed  as  a safer 
way,  without  any  risk  of 
cancer  of  foe  lung.  But  they, 
too,  are  under  suspicion. 

In  a letter  to  The  Lancet , Dr 
Scott  Davis,  of  the  University 
of  Washington,  blames  foe  80 
per  cent  increase  in  cases  of 
tongue  cancer  recorded  in  foe 
United  States  in  foe  past  IS 
years  on  their  use.  During  this 
time  there  has  been  a 42  per 


cent  increase  in  foe  sale  of  this 
type  of  oral  snuff. 

The  greatest  increase  has 
occurred  in  men  in  their 
thirties,  in  whom  foe  rate 
increased  threefold  between 
1973  and  1984.  Despite  these 
figures  there  is  no  universal 
agreement  as  to  the  cause  of 
foe  increase,  as  foe  number  of 
cases  of  cancer  of  the  tongue 
has  also  increased  in  countries 
such  as  Scotland,  where  suck- 
ing teabags  filled  with  tobacco 
is  stiil  a rare  vice,  but  it  is 
possible  that  in  these  coun- 
tries other  factors  operate, 
possibly  increased  alcohol 
consumption.

Mr  Lawson  is  glad  to  take 
the  opportunity  to  make  an 
early  statement  in  order  to 
offer  further  reassurance 
about  the  state  of  the  economy 
in  the  wake  of  the  financial 
upheaval.

M61  tanker  crash 
claims  12  dead 
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seven  vehicles  involved  in  the. 
crash  had  to  contend  with  fells 
of  masonry  from  the  unstable 
bridge  which  burned  fiercely 
after  the  tanker  ignited  di- 
rectly below  it 

Another  eye  witness,  Mr 
Roy  Buxendale,  described 
how  he  saw  the  petrol  tanker 
cab  burst  into  flames.  “It  went 
right  under  the  bridge  and  set 
the  whole  place  alight.  We  saw 
one  woman  dive  through  a 
windscreen  of  a car  and  a man 
climb  out  from  the  other  side. 
She  looked  pretty  injured  but 
managed  to  stumble  to 
safety.” 

Eight  fire  tenders  including 
four  water  pumps,  a light 
rescue  tender  and  foam  unit 
arrived  at  the  scene  within 
minutes  but  four  hours  later 
were  still  cutting  bodies  from 
mangled  cars  with  hydraulic 
and  cutting  equipment  One 
police  officer  said  it  was 
“indescribable  carnage”. 

Rescue  work  continued  as 
the  M61,  which  runs  north 
from  Manchester,  was  dosed. 
Vehicles  involved  in  the  crash 
included  a goods  lony  laden 
with  concrete  blocks,  a mini- 
bus and  four  cars 

Motorway  authorities  were 
puzzled  last  night  as  to  how 
the  accident  happened.  . 

A matrix  display  system 
warned  traffic  starting  three 
miles  south  of  the  accident 
spot  to  slow  down  to  60  mph, 
40mph  then,  just  half  a mile 
away,  to  30m  ph,  in  advance  of 


the  impending  M6  tailback. 

“It  is  obvious  that  some 
people  chose  not  to  pay  any 
_ attention  to  the  warning  sign* 

■ and  that  must  in  some  way  \ 
have  contributed  to  the 
accident”,  a police  motorway 
patrolman  said.  “Motorway 
traffic  has  never  been  predict- 
able - today  it  was  fetidly 
• chaotic,” 

The  M61  blackspot  junction 
has  already  been  the  scene  of 
multiple  fatalities.  On  Feb- 
ruary 2,  1987,  in  similar 
circumstances  at  the  same 
spot,  a tony  driver  was  killed 
and  in  May  this  year  a woman 
driver  was  burnt  alive  when  a 
heavy  goods  vehicle  hit  her 
car. 

The  country’s  worst  road 
accident  took  place  just  two 
miles  away  when  13  people 
died  in  a crash  involving 
standing  traffic  and  in 
September  this  year  another 
eight  men  on  their  way  to  a 
walking  trip  in  the  Lake 
District  were  killed  in  a, 
motorway  incident  just  north 
of  Preston.  .

The  TSB  is  committed  to 
paying  Hill  Samuel  sharehold- 
ers 8l0p  a share,  but  the 
merchant  bank's  share  price 
yesterday  stood  at  about  745p.

Dover  leads  ports

Payment 
may  end 
Brazil 


impasse

The  prolonged  stalemate  be- 
tween Brazil  and  its  creditors 
that  has  damaged  bank  profits 
and  staunched  vital  capital 
flow's  to  its  ailing  economy- 
may  be  near  an  end. 

Senhor  Fernando  MillieL 
the  president  of  the  Brazilian 
central  bank,  has  announced 
an  agreement  by  which  Brazil 
would  make  a "token  pay- 
ment” on  overdue  debt  The 
payment,  of  about  5450  mil- 
lion (£263  million),  the 
equivalent  of  one  month’s 
service  on  foreign  bank  debt, 
is  to  be  deposited  in  an 
international  account,  prob- 
ably at  the  Bank  for  Inter- 
national Settlements  in  Swit- 
zerland. 

In  turn,  the  banks,  who  hold 
$68  billion  in  loans  to  Brazil, 
would  also  make  a deposit  of 
up  to  51.5  billion.  The  money 
is  unlikely  to  be  paid  into  the 
account  immediately. 

The  deposit  would  be  held 
in  escrow-  until  agreement  is 
reached  on  ending  the  eight- 
month  debt  moratorium  and 
on  long  term  rescheduling  of 
Brazil's  Si  12  billion  debt. 

The  plan  only  postpones  the 
debt  problem.  Brazil's  refusal 
to  submit  to  monitoring  by  the 
International  Monetary  Fund 
still  stands  as  the  most  for- 
midable barrier  to  a lasting 
debt  accord  between  Brazil 
and  the  700  creditor  banks. 

But  the  deposit  scheme  has 
been  hailed  as  a diplomatic 
step  towards  clearing  a thorny 
impasse.  The  timing  is  also 
crucial. 

This  week  the  US  inter- 
agency country  risk  exposure 
committee  is  evaluating  Bra- 
zil's credit  standing.  A neg- 
ative rating  would  demote  the 
Brazilian  debt  to  the  status  of 
'‘value-impaired."  a category 
reserved  for  the  poorest 
nations. 

A value-impaired  designa- 
tion would  provoke  Anther 
losses  to  bank  portfolios  and 
effectively  bar  Brazil  from 
future  loans. 

International  bankers  were 
quietly  pleased  by  the  agree- 
ment which  lakes  the  pressure 
off  the  need  for  an  immediate 
rescheduling  agreement  with 
Brazil  before  the  US  regu- 
lators make  their  decision. 
Detailed  negotiations  on  a 
rescheduling  package  will  now 
begin. 

The  escrow  account  was 
worked  out  between  Brazilian 
officials  and  negotiators  from 
the  Federal  Reserve  Board 
and  the  US  Treasury.  Al- 
though the  advisory  com- 
mittee representing  the  int- 
ernational bonk  creditors  was 
kept  informed,  it  did  not  play 
an  active  part  in  the 
agreement.

Markets  scent  oil  on 


troubled  BP  waters 


There  are  two  ways  in  which 
politicians  can  approach  financial 
markets:  they  can  go  with  the 
grain  or  they  can  lake  them  on  (ignoring 
them  is  not  an  option).  History  is 
littered  with  the  damaged  reputations  of 
those  who  tried  to  slug  it  out  in  the  mid- 
dle of  the  ring.  Remember  Denis  Healey 
who  in  1 976  left  for  Hong  Kong  while 
the  pound  was  in  free  fall:  he  turned 
back  at  Heathrow-  and  the  International 
Monetary-  Fund  bailiffs  were  in. 

Nigel  Lawson  is  in  an  unenviable 
position.  His  every  instinct  is  to  defy  the 
crumbling  stock  market,  which,  if  it 
continues  to  falL  will  herald  recession. 
He  despises  whingeing  underwriters  of 
the  BP  issue,  to  a chorus  of  approval 
from  the  crow-d  relishing  the  prospect  of 
City  blood-letting.  Never  mind  that  few, 
if  any,  major  underwriters  would  suffer 
much  more  than  a scratch.  Losses  will 
be  hidden,  or  offset  against  accumulated 
capital  gains,  or  simply  passed  on  to 
insurance  policy-holders,  or  unit- 
holders.  or  unsuspecting  shareholders. 

The  question,  which  presumably  will 
be  answered  today,  is  which  is  more 
important,  taking  a step  — withdrawing 
or  modify  ing  the  rules  of  the  BP  issue  — 
that  would  help  stock  markets  every- 
where to  recover  their  nerve;  or 
indulging  in  a punitive  expedition 
whose  sole  merit  is  to  prove  that  we 
have  an  iron  Chancellor  who  refuses  to 
change  his  mind?  Last  night  there  was  a 
a definite  feeling  that  a constructive 
compromise  had  been  worked  out  that 
would  reassure  the  markets  and  those  of 
us  who  do  not  like  to  think  that  sanity 
and  sound  political  instincts  within 
Treasury  and  Cabinet  have  entirely 
evaporated.  Expectations  of  a 1 percent 
cut  in  bank  base  rates  had  also  begun  to 
run  high. 

As  I argued  here  yesterday,  BP  is  not 
simply  a domestic  issue.  It  has  huge 
implications  for  the  company,  for  the 
status  of  both  City  and  Government  in 
overseas  eyes,  for  fraught  and  frightened 
stock  markets.  The  international 
dimension  has  so  far  been  blithely 
ignored.  So,  too,  has  the  situation  of 
some  250.000  small,  private  sharehold- 
ers who  are  committed  to  taking  up  BP 
shares  at  330p  each  when  the  market 
price  is  254  and  fated  to  go  lower.  Are  a 
quarter  of  a million  people  who  have 
been  overtly  encouraged  by  the  Govern- 
ment to  climb  aboard  the  wider 
shareholder  bandwagon  too  few  to 
matter?  Surely  noL  As  the  tragedy  of 
thalidomide  proved,  what  you  do  to  the 
few  is  permanently  etched  in  the  minds 
of  the  many. 

Mis  Thatcher  still  has  a choice.  She 
will  have  observed  yesterday  that  her 
Chancellor's  belligerent  stance  pro- 
duced an  entirely  predictable  response 
in  the  City.  Share  prices  resumed  their 
vertical  fall,  with  the  FT-SE  index 
crashing  through  1,600  just  before  3pm 
in  the  wake  of  a weak  Wall  Street 
opening.  Meanwhile  the  dollar,  despite 
concerted  central  bank  support,  was 


sliding  drunkenly  in  the  foreign  ex- 
change markcL  Mr  Alan  Greenspan, 
head  of  the  Federal  Reserve,  by  courtesy 
of  the  Bank  of  Japan  let  it  be  known  that 
he  favoured  a cut  in  the  Federal 
discount  rate  - the  action  of  a man  who 
wants  the  devaluation  of  the  dollar  to 
continue,  preferably  at  a faster  pace.  At 
the  rate  the  dollar  is  being  talked  down, 
we  shall  see  a $2  pound.  We  will  not  of 
course,  because  the  British  economy 
could  not  stand  it.  We  shall  instead  see 
further  cuts  in  bank  base  rates  as  a 


counter  measure. 

All  is  not  yet  lost.  The  stock  markets, 
both  in  New  York  and  London,  sensed 
that  something  helpful  might  happen 
and  started  to  go  better  in  mid- 
afternoon.  In  London  the  FT-SE  index, 
which  at  its  worst  was  down  105.3 
points,  recovered  to  close  44.9  down  at 
1658.4.  The  Dow  Jones  Average  turned 
from  minus  to  plus.  Both  the  New  York 
bond  market  and  the  London  gilt-edged 
market  whose  earlier  strength  reflected 
the  flight  from  equities  went  easier. 
There  was  suddenly  a scent  of  some- 
thing better  in  the  air. 


Pepper  on  the  crash 

One  of  the  reassurances  of  the 
present  crash  has  been  that  the 
mistakes  of  1929  will  not  be 
repeated.  Then,  the  story  goes,  the  Fed 
tightened  monetary  policy  just  at  the 
time  when  Wall  Street's  fall  was 
bringing  the  economy  to  iis  knees.  By 
acting  to  provide  liquidity  now.  the  Fed 
has  shown  it  knows  its  history. 

Fine,  but  what  if  the  crash  itself  came 
as  a result  of  a monetary  squeeze  by  the 
Fed,  which  is  exactly  the  argument 
Gordon  Pepper  puts  forward  in  the 
latest  Midland-Monlagu  Monelary 
Bulletin.  A financial  bubble  was 
building  up  in  both  the  United  States 
and  Britain  before  the  crash,  and  had 
been  forming  since  1982.  For  most  of 
this  year,  however,  real  growth  in  the 
main  measures  of  money  in  the 
United  States  has  been  negative. 
“Given  the  dangerous  financial  bub- 
ble which  existed,  the  Fed  tightened 
monetary  policy  too  suddenly  and  too 
sharply-”  Mr  Pepper  writes.  “This 
turned  a chronic  situation  into  one 
which  was  acutely  dangerous.” 

It  was  Milton  Friedman  who  un- 
covered the  monetary  explanation  of 
the  Great  Crash.  And  it  was  be  who 
warned  that  tight  US  monetary  policy 
was  in  danger  of  producing  a US 
recession  next  year. 

What  happens  now?  A substantial 
easing  of  monetary  policy  has  its 
limits  because  of  the  dollar’s 
vulnerability.  Anything  more  than  a 
10  per  cent  dollar  fall  would  have 
serious  inflationary  implications  for 
the  US  and  would  complete  the  doom 
scenario  by  hitting  the  US  bond 
markeL  Creating  a crash  by  mistakes 
in  monetary  policy  is  one  thing  — 
rectifying  those  errors  is  quite 
another.

Corporate  philanthropy,  front 
charity  gifts  and  sponsorships 
to  establishing  community 
projects  to  help  the  dis- 
advantaged, increased  nearly 
35  per  cent  last  year.

This  picture  arises  from  the 
latest  survey  issued  yesterday 
by  The  Director  of  Social 
Change,  an  educational  char- 
ity specializing  in  charity  sec- 
tor research. 

More  donations  are  likely, 
despite  doubts  over  the  effect 
of  the  stock  market  crash  on 
corporate  profits. 

The  launch  of  the  Per  Cent 
Club  at  the  end  of  last  year, 
with  97  companies  of  varying 
size  now  pledged  to  devoting 
at  least  0.5  per  cent  of  their 
British  pretax  profits  to  char- 
itable donations,  is  described 
as  “potentially  extremely  im- 
portant” by  the  survey.  About 
half  the  200  most  generous 
companies  are  likely  to  join 
the  club,  says  the  survey. 

Bat,  it  emphasizes,  the  rise 
in  the  level  of  donations  has 
occurred  while  profits  have 
risen.  Some  of  the  year-on- 
year  growth  of  £16  million  is 
ascribed  to  inflation  (about 
£125  million)  and  mergers, 
takeovers  and  changes  in  dis- 
closure (about  £5  million).

Not  all  the  1,000  companies 
covered  collate  these  various 
types  of  contributions  as  char- 
itable donations  and  the  sur- 
vey gives  the  warning  that  its 
list  does  not  provide  a sound 
base  for  comparing  com- 
panies' charitable  spending. 

Rapid  growth  in  the  num- 
ber of  charity  appeals  was 
reported  by  all  the  companies 


surveyed.  Volume  of  appeals 
appears  to  be  doubling  every 
three  years  and  is  prompting 
companies  not  only  to  become 
more  professional  about  do- 
nations but  to  re-think  their 
approach.  This  may,  mean 
imposing  more  selective  cri- 
teria on  what  they  are  pre- 
pared to  support 

Some  will  select  only  one  or 
two  laige-scak  projects  for  a 
donations  programme.  The 
Burton  Group,  for  example, 
supported  a design  promotion 
centre  in  the  North-east,  lo- 
cated in  a redundant  Burton 
building,  and  SANE,  a schizo- 
phrenia charity. 

The  survey  goes  on:  "Many 
companies  are  now  starting  to 
think  of  the  returns  that  can  be 
gained  from  spending  the 
company  charitable  budget 
wisely.”  Others  have  been  en- 
couraging employee  involve- 
ment in  charities  by  matching 
the  hind-raising  efforts  of  the 
workforce. 

Many  companies  are  help- 
ing local  communities  in 
which  they  have  a corporate 
presence  by  allocating  budgets 
to  local  plants  or  subsidiaries. 
Others  still  make  such  de- 
cisions centrally. 

Some  are  also  prepared  to 
make  extra  cash  available 
when  a plant  rundown  or 
closure  occurs.  British  Coal 
and  British  Steel  are  notable 
examples  where  large-scale 
schemes  have  been  launched 


to  promote  new  enterprises  m 
closure  areas.  Levi  Strauss  and 
British  Nuclear  Fuels  in- 
creased spending  substantially 
to  help  local  projects  in  areas 
hit  tv  plant  rundowns. 

A leverage  factor  is  emerg- 
ing in  corporate  donations. 
Companies  may  pool  re- 
sources to  fund  bigger  pro- 
jects, or  a revolving  loan  fund 
will  be  set  up  to  help  small 
businesses,  usually  admini- 
stered by  a local  enterprise 
agency. 

Sponsorship  helps  a donor 
company  secure  some  direct 
benefits,  through  publicity  or 
enhancement  of  its  public 
image.  Over  the  past  decade, 
arts  sponsorship  has  grown 
from  virtually  nothing  to 
about  £25  million  a year. 
Educational  sponsorship  has 
been  a priority  with  business 
but  now  sponsorship  is  mov- 
ing into  sectors  such  as  conser- 
vation, soda)  welfare  and 
fund-raising  events. 

In  its  first  assessment  of 
donations  by  trade  unions,  the 
survey  suggests  they  should 
not  be  regarded  as  a large 
source  of  funding  for  charities 
or  organizations  promoting  a 
specific  cause.  Trade  union 
donations  of  that  type  amoun- 
ted to  roughly  £300,000  in 
1985,  it  estimates.

She  had  studied  for  a London  Univer- 
sity extra-mural  diploma  in  art  and 
architecture  while  her  children  were 
small,  and  specializes  in  these  subjects  as 
a Blue  Bulge  Guide,  having  trained  nine 
years  ago  with  the  London  Tourist 
Board,  where  she  is  now  a tutor. 

Helen  enjoys  taking  tourists  to  places 
like  the  British  Museum,  the-  Tate 
Gallery  and  Wallace  Collection,  and 
escorting  parties  on  out-of-town  London 
tours,  such  as  to  Brighton,  Leeds  Castle 
or  Stonehenge.

Las  Vegas  (Agencies)  - 
Thomas  Hearn  attempts  to- 
day to  win  a record-breaking 
fourth  world  title  at  different 
weights,  spurred  on  by  the 
prospect  of  an  explosive  re- 
match with  Marvin  Hagfer. 

If  Hearns  beats  Juan 
Roldan,  of  Argentina,  to  take 
the  vacant  World  Boxing 
Council  (WBC)  middleweight 
championship  belt  he  will 
succeed  where  former  boxing 
legends,  Henry  Armstrong, 
Alexis  Argue!  lo  and  Roberto 
Duran,  failed.  All  three  un- 
successfully stepped  up  in 
weight  to  try  to  win  their 
fourth  crown,  but  Hearns  will 
be  stepping  down. 

Hagler.  who  lost  his  un- 
disputed middleweight  title  to 
Sugar  Ray  Leonard  last  April, 
said  he  was  not  making  any 
promises.  But  be  would  con- 
sider “coming  back  on  a one- 
shot  deal.  The  purpose  would 
be  to  walk  away  with  all  my 
belts,  not  just  one. 

“Jf  these  guys,  who  say  they 
are  all  true  champions,  don't 
disgrace  my  title,  then  Td  fight 
one  of  them."  Hagler,  who  has 
beaten  both  Hearns  and 
Roldan,  said. 

That  would  be  a dream 
come  true  for  Roldan,  who 
said:  “My  real  goal  is  a 
rematch  with  Marvin  Hagler. 
Thai's  why  1 want  lo  fight 
Hearns/’  For  Hearns,  winning 
his  fourth  title  would  make  up 
for  losing  to  Hagler.  “It  will 
put  me  above  everybody  else 
out  there,”  he  said. 

Hagler  stopped  Hearns  in 
the  third  round  in  1985,  in 
what  many  say  was  the  most 
ferocious  three  rounds  in  box- 
ing history.  He  also  stopped 
Roldan,  in  the  tenth  round  in 
19S4.  but  the  Argentinian 


dropped  Hagler  to  the  canvas 
for  the  first  time  in  his 
professional  career. 

Roldan  and  Hearns  are 
studies  in  contrasts  in  and  out 
of  the  ring  - boxer  versus 
brawler,  cowboy  taking  on 
city-slicker. 

Even  Heams's  nickname, 
“Hit  Man",  echoes  the  city, 
Detroit,  which  nurtured  the 
fighting  skills  that  have  taken 
him  to  the  World  Boxing  As- 
sociation (WBA)  welterweight 
title,  the  WBC  super  welter- 
weight title,  and  the  WBC 
light  heavyweight  crown. 

Hearns,  aged  28,  a dapper 
and  street-wise  classic  boxer, 
is  a dancer  and  counter- 
puncher with  pinpoint  acc- 
uracy and  the  speed  to  get 
himself  out  of  trouble.  He  has 
won  44  of  his  46  contests  in 
nearly  10  years  of  fighting. 
Hearns  can  also  deliver  a big 
punch  - he  has  stopped  37  of 
his  opponents  inside  the 
distance. 

Roldan  Is  a brawling  and 
bruising  cattle  rancher  who  is 
a quiet,  almost  shy  man  who 
does  not  like  cities,  preferring 
to  work  on  his  ranch.  In  nine 
years,  Roldan,  aged  30,  has 
slugged  to  a 65^3-2  record, 
with  one  no-derision. 

The  key  for  him  will  be  his 
ability  to  get  past  Heams's 
□early  nine-inch  advantage  in 
reach  to  pound  his  opponent's 
body  before  going  to  the  head. 

The  odds  on  the  fight,  in  the 
car  park  of  the  Las  Vegas 
Hilton,  have  been  steadily 
dropping  in  recent  days  and 
Hearns  is  the  favourite.  But 
Hagler  said  the  fight  was  a

Closing  the  net  on  the 
ones  that  got  away 


Some  4.500  rainbow  trout 
which  had  escaped  from  fish 
farms  into  the  River  lichen  were 
netted  out  by  Southern  Waters 
staff  in  August  and  September 
after  fishermen  had  complained 
that  their  fishing  was  being

European  tour  this  season,  is 
preparing  to  chase  the  yen  in 
Japan  next  week,  leaving  his 
more  impoverished  colleagues 
to  hunt  the  escudo  in  the 
Portuguese  Open  at  Estoril,  near 
Lisbon,  this  week. 


The  tournament,  which  starts 
today . is  the  last  of  the  season 
and  as  such  is  of  crucial  im- 
portance to  the  would-be 
Woosnams  at  present  struggling 
in  the  lower-reaches  of  the 
money  list,  people  like  Marie 
Davis,  who  do  not  need  a 
calculator  to  count  their  year's 
earnings  to  date. 


Davis,  of  Thorndon  Park,  a 
former  England  amateur  inter- 


national. is  nearing  the  end  of 
his  first  year  as  a professional 
and  would  like  to  avoid  having 
once  again  to  go  through  the 
nerve-wracking  process  of 
qualifying  at  the  tour  school  at 
La  Manga  in  December. 

The  top  125  players  in  the 
order  of  merit  are  guaranteed  a 
place  on  the  tour  next  year  and 
Davis  is  lying  132nd  at  the 
moment,  with  earnings  of  just 
over  £5,800.  Give  or  lake  a few 
pence  that  means  he  is  £1,135 
behind  Steen  Tinning,  of  Den- 
mark. the  man  occupying  pos- 
ition 12S.  Whoever  finishes 
22nd  in  Portugal  will  receive  a 
cheque  lor  £1,140  but  this  is  a 
typically  volatile  money  market, 
prone  to  wild  fluctuations.  Da- 
vis cannot  rely  on  the  man  in 
front  of  him  leaving  Estoril 
empty  handed  or  even  the  rate 
of  exchange  remaining  the  same. 


He  has  proved,  however,  that 
a high  placing  is  not  beyond 
him.  At  the  Moroccan  Open,  the 
first  event  of  the  season,  he 
finished  in  the  top  20  and  three 
months  later,  in  the  Belgian 
Open,  only  bis  third  tour  event, 
he  was  tied  for  21st  “The 
problem  is,"  he  pointed  out,

Davis’s  best  finish  of  the 
season  was  in  the  Vernons  Open 
at  Hoylate  where  be  finished 
seventh  and  won  £2,000.  Un- 
fortunately that  money  is  not 
counted  on  the  older  of  merit, 
otherwise  he  would  be  able  to 
relax  and  enjoy  this  week.  A 
quiet,  modest  young  man,  who 
has  to  cope  with  being  a 
diabetic,  Davis  admitted 
nonethe  less:  “I'm  lucky  really. 
I've  got  a sponsor  to  cover  my 
expenses  and  I feel  I'm  gooc 
enough  to  make  it  event — ”

From  Mr  Alfred  PessoUmo 
Sir,  At  present,  two  serves  are 
legitimate  in  tqnwis.  However, 
only,  one  chance  is  given  to  both 
server  and  receiver  dining  a 
rally.  The  net-cord  shot  — when 

the  ball  hits  the  top  of  the  net 

and  bounces  dearly  to  the  other 
side  - is  permissible  except  an 
service. 

I suggest  that  only  one  serve 
be  allowed,  and  when  the  ball 
strikes  foe  top  of  the  net  on  the 
serve  it  be  considered  a good 
serve,  providing,  of  course;  that 
it  bounces  within  the  service 
lines.

3n  re  B (Minors) 

Before  Mr  Justice  Waterhouse 
[J  udgmenl  October  23] 

A Canadian  father's  application 
seeking  an  order  securing  the 
effective  exercise  of  his  rights  of 
access  made  in  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Ontario  in  1985  and 
January  1986  to  his  three  child- 
ren now  resident  in  England 
with  their  mother  was  dismissed 
by  MrJustice  Waterhouse  in  the 
Family  Division,  as,  in  the 
circumstances,  his  Lordship 
considered  foe  court  had  no 
jurisdiction.  The  court  was  pre- 
pared to  give  the  father  access 
under  the  wardship  jurisdiction. 

Article  4 of  the  Convention 
on  the  Civil  Aspects  of  Inter- 
national Child  Abduction, 
signed  in  The  Hague  on  October 
25.  1980  and  incorporated  in 
Schedule  1 to  the  Child  Abduc- 
tion and  Custody  Act  1985. 
provides:  “The  Convention 
shall  apply  to  any  child  who  was 
habitually  resident  in  a contract- 
ing state  immediately  before  any 
breach  of  custody  or  access 
rights . . 


conditions  to  which  the  exercise 
of  those  rights  may  be  subject 

“The  central  authorities  shall 
take  steps  to  remove,  as  far  as 
possible,  all  obstacles  to  the 
exercise  of  such  rights.  The 
central  authorities,  either  di- 
rectly or  through  intermediaries, 
may  initiate  or  assist  in  the 
institution  of  proceedings  with  a 
view  to  organizing  or  protecting 
these  rights  and  securing  respect 
for  foe  conditions  to  which  foe 
exercise  of  these  rights  may  be 
subject.” 

Section  2 of  tbe  1985  Act 
provides:  “(2)  An  Order  in 
Council  . . . shall  specify  foe 
date  of  tbe  coming  into  force  of 
the  Convention  as  between  tbe 
United  Kingdom  and  any  Stale 
specified  in  the  Order;  and. 
except  where  fate  Order  other- 
wise provides,  the  Convention 
shall  apply  as  between  the 
United  Kingdom  and  that  State 
only  to  wrongful  removals  or 
retentions  occurring  on  or  after 
that  date". 


Article  21  provides;  “An 
application  to  make  2rrangt> 
ments  for  organizing  or  securing 
the  effective  exercise  of  rights  of 
access  may  be  presented  to  the 
central  authorities  of  foe 
contracting  states  in  foe  same 
way  as  an  application  for  foe 
return  of  a child.

MR  JUSTICE  WATER- 
HOUSE  said  that  the  parents 
were  married  in  Toronto  in 
1977.  The  marriage  lasted  just 
over  seven  years  during  which 
three  children  were  born. 

The  marriage  was  dissolved 
on  the  mother's  petition  in  1985 
and  care,  custody  and  control  of 
the  children  granted  to  her  with 
reasonable  access  to  foe  father. 

In  October  1985,  the  mother 
came  to  England  with  the 


children.  She  was  English  and 
brought  up  in  foe  United  King- 
dom. Before  leaving  Canada  tbe 
mother  received  legal  advice 
that  there  was  no  bar  preventing 
the  departure. 

On  January  22,  1986,  on  foe 
father's  application,  the  coart  in 
Ontario  varied  the  access  order 
and  granted  six  weeks  access 
annually  to  tbe  father.  Tbe 
mother  bad  made  the  children 
wards  of  court  by  taking  out  an 
originating  summons  on 
December  3,  1985. 

The  present  application  by 
tbe  father  was  preceded  by  a 
request  from  the  Ministry  of  the 
Attorney  General  of  Ontario  to 
tbe  Lord  Chancellor’s  Depart- 
ment for  the  return  of  the 
children  to  Canada  for  the 
purpose  of  enabling,  foe  father  to 
enforce  his  rights  of  access  there. 

By  section  3(1  Xa)  of  the  1985 
Act  foe  functions  of  a central 
authority  under  foe  Convention 
were  to  be  discharged  in  Eng- 
land and  Wales  by  the  Lord 
Chancellor.  Rights  of  access 
were  dealt  with  separately  in 
article  21  of  Chapter  IV  of 
Schedule  ! to  the  1985  Act. 

It  was  common  ground  that 
the  1985  Act  was  not  brought 
into  force  in  respect  of  Ontario 
until  August  1.  1986. 

Helpful  guidance  on  tbe  inter- 
pretaoon  of  an  international 
convention  when  enacted  in  an 
English  statute  was  given  by 
Lord  Wilberforce  in  James  Bu-

The 
children  were  not  habitually 
resident  in  a contracting  state  in 
September  1985  because  no 
Order  in  Council  had  then  been 
made.

England  unlikely  to 
turn  to  Jarvis 
against  Sri  Lanka 

From  John  Woodcock,  Cricket  Correspondent,  Poona 


England's  match  against  Sri 
Lanka  here  tomorrow,  in 
which  victory  would  assure 
them  of  a place  in  the  semi- 
finals of  the  World  Cup,  will 
be  played  on  what  is  tradition- 
ally one  of  the  best  batting 
pitches  in  India.  If  this  should 
prove  helpful  to  England's  run 
rate,  it  could  also  give  the  Sri 
Lankan  batsmen  a chance  to 
redeem  what  has  been  for 
them  a disappointing 
experience. 

England's  run  rate  after  this, 
their  final  qualifying  game, 
will  be  relevant  only  if  they 
should  lose  it  and  West  Indies 
beat  Pakistan  in  Karachi,  a 
match  which  is  also  being 
played  tomorrow.  As  things 
stand  at  the  moment  West 
Indies  have  a marginal  advan- 
tage over  England.  They  are 
averaging  5. 1 8 runs  an  over  as 
against  England's  S.10,  a dif- 
ference of  only  14  runs. 

In  Group  A the  respective 
run  rates  would  act  as  a tie- 
breaker should  Australia  and 
India  both  win  their  one 
remaining  qualifying  match. 
Although  both  are  already 
assured  of  playing  in  the  semi- 
finals, it  has  still  to  be  decided 
which  of  them  will  meet 
England  or  West  Indies  in 
Bombay  and  which  will  have 
to  go  to  Lahore  to  tackle 


Pakistan,  a much  less  appeal- 
ing prospect  The  winners  of 
this  group  will  be  in  Bombay, 
which  is  also  much  the  easier 
journey. 

India'’  run  rate  stands  at 
5.19  tins  an  over  to 
Australia's  5.16,  an  infinitesi- 
mal advantage,  but  they  do 
have  the  harder  last  match, 
Australia's  being  against  Zim- 
babwe tomorrow  and  India's 
against  New  Zealand  on  Sat- 
urday. 

Except  for  Marsh,  who  has 
already  made  two  hundreds, 
the  form  of  Australia's  bats- 
men has  been  erratic.  More 
than  once  Border  has  found 
himself  playing  like  a black- 
smith in  the  effort  to  score 
quick  runs,  and  he  has  not 
been  alone  in  that.  The  meth- 
ods to  which  several  of  the 
best  batsmen  have  been 
resorting,  when  under  pres- 
sure, have  been  extraor- 
dinarily primitive.

Seven  is  unlucky  for  Davies

Laura  Davies,  so  smilingly 
triumphant  a few  months  ago 
after  winning  the  United  Slates 
Open  championship,  was  a 
sadly  disillusioned  figure  yes- 
terday. A second  round  of  77, 
three  over  par,  in  the  Qualitair 
Spanish  Open  here  gave  her  a 
two- round  total  of  152,  one 
stroke  outside  the  qualifying 
figure.  This  was  the  first  time 
she  bad  suffered  such  an  indig- 

nity in  her  three  years  on  the 
professional  tour. 

The  Surrey  player  is  never  one 
to  do  things  by  halves,  and  she 

rang  down  the  curtain  on  her 

season  in  dramatic  fashion.  A 
six  at  the  460-yard  18th  would 

have  got  her  in;  a hole  which  has 

yielded  her  some  spectacular 

successes  in  the  past,  since  she 

alone  has  the  length  and  the 

courage  to  go  for  the  green.  It 

requires  a carry  of  perhaps  200 

yards  over  a wide  ravine. 

This  lime,  however,  she  fin- 


ished in  the  ravine,  took  a 
penalty  drop  and,  suddenly 
confronted  with  an  excep- 
tionally fast  green,  charged  her 
first  putt  10  feet  past  The  return 
putt  also  stayed  out,  and  a seven 
completed  her  discomfiture. 

A less  flamboyant  diameter, 
even  with  Miss  Davies’s  pro- 
digious lengths,  would  nave 
played  for  safety,  with  a couple 
of  wedges  onto  the  green,  but 

she  is  a gambler  by  nature, 

whether  on  a golf  course,  in  a 
casino  or  promoting  her  racing 
greyhound,  and  the  soft  option 

is  anathema  to  her.  Even  so.  she 

must  now  wonder  if  this  was  not 

the  rare  occasion  which  called 

for  discretion,  even  from  her.

Tottenham  flying  high 
on  signing  of  Venables

H was  a time  of  much  back- 
slapping  at  White  Hart  Lane 
yesterday,  when  Irving 
Scholar,  the  Tottenham  Hot- 
spur chairman,  returned  from 
his  secretive  Florida  mission’ 
firmly  believing  that  not  only 
had  he  got  his  man  but  that  by 
doing  so  he  had  ensured  that 
Juventus  had  not. 

The  adrenalin  kept  the  jet- 
lag  at  bay  as  Scholar,  who  had 
Spent  21  of  the  44  previous 
hours  flying,  excitedly  re- 
vealed how  he  had  reversed  an 
all-too-famfliar  trend  for  what 
be  thought  was  the  good  of  tile 
English  game:  the  recovery  of 
England's  most  successful 
football  export 

Scholar  is  a keen  student 
and  admirer  of  European  foot- 
ball, but  he  was  particularly 
delighted  to  deprive  them  of 
the  services  ofTeiiy  Venables. 
“The  public  are  ted  up  with 
reading  about  our  players  and 
managers  going  abroad,” 
Scholar  said.  “It  is  a boost  for 
the  country  to  hear  about 
someone  of  Venables’s  quality 
who  is  keen  to  return.  If  he 
had  stayed  on  the  Continent 
he  could  have  earned  a king's 
ransom.  Who  turns  down 
Juventus?” 

Scholar  believed  that 
Juventus  would  have  been 
prepared  to  pay  Venables  four 
times  the  £100,000  a year  with 
which  Tottenham  will  reward, 
over  the  next  three  years,  their 
one-time  midfield  player.  “I 
think  it  shows  that  the  moti- 
vating factor  was  the  challenge 
rather  than  the  cash,”  be  said. 

The  Tottenham  chairman 
added  that  Venables  needed 
minimum  persuasion  to  suc- 
ceed David  Pleat  as  manager. 
“I  think  we  agreed  the  thing  in 
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Scholar  secret  triumph 

20  minutes.  His  main  con- 
cerns were  relating  to  football 
and  everything  to  do  with  that 

side  of  it” 

Because  of  his  various 
commitments,  the  former 

Barcelona  manager  will  be 
unable  to  take  up  his  position 
until  December.  His  associ- 
ation with  Tottenham  in  the 
interim  win  bring  a new 
meaning  to  the  term  “long 
game”. 

He  will  gauge  the  fortunes  of 
the  team  and  mould  it  from 
afar,  whether  it  be  in  Florida, 
where  be  is  still  on  holiday,  or 
Spain,  where  be  has  lived  for 
the  past  three-and-a-half 
years.  Scholar  explained:  “If 
he  says,  ‘Look,  I see  that  such- 
and-such  a player  is  available, 
I think  we  ought  to  buy  him,* 
then  obviously  we  just  go 
ahead  and  do  it  It  would  be 
entirely  on  his  instructions.”

A situation  has  arisen  in

After  Tottenham 
play  at  home  to  Liverpool  on 
November  28  (which  some

They  do 
not  need  professional  qual- 
ifications, hot  they  most  hare 
the  qualities  of  leadership  aid, 
above  all,  an  empathy  far 
those  wife  whom  they  are 
going  to  work.  Many  of  than 
corrid  be  (and  in  many  cases 
are)  picked  from  the  ranks  of 
the  Huemptoyed. 

But  this  is  net  -a  D-Day 
operation  with  masses  of  moti- 
vators landing  on  inner-city 
beach  heads.  It  is  o sensitive, 
delicate  operation,  more  akte 
to  guerilla  war.  We  need  many 
more  teams  m the  field,  but 
they  rnnst  be  small  (three  or 
four  people),  professionally 
directed  and  concentrating  on 
small  areas  or  target  groups  - 
sack  as  fee  raempleyed, 
women,  OAFS,  and  ethnic 
minorities.  The  operational 
plan  is  oat  just  concentration 
but  sopra-concentration. 

Does  the  Government  need 
to  shell  oat  millions  for  sports 
facilities?  Of  comae  it  does, 
but  fee  hmer-dty  ptoMeaa  are 
too  orgentto  wait  for  that  to 
happen.  Let's  make  sure  we 
are  using  what  we  have  to  best 
advantage.  Access  is  needed  to 
school  buildings  (many  idle 
from  4pm  and.  at  weekends) 
and  indastrial  sports  fiteflities. 
Church  halls  ami  the  Glee  need 
renovation  mid  the  often 
forgotten  natural  fatalities  ex- 
ploited for  urban  adventure 
Fra  instance,  Birmingham  is 
said  to  have  more  canals  than 
Venice,  and  the  London  Docks 
area  uve  of  activity. 

The  £37  uuffioa  allocated  by 
Government  to  the  Sports 
Council  n a drop  in  the  ocean, 

particularly  as  a large  part  has 

to  be  spent  on  contfauung 
commitments,  leaving  too  fittfc 
for  new  Initiatives  in  the  taper 
rides  and  elsewhere.  The 
situation  is  exacerbated  by  fee 
fact  that  the  Sports  Cooac3 
has  not  even  beat  given  an 
increase  to  compensate  for 
Inflation  in  fids  financial  year. 

We  all  know  that  money 
atone  is  not  the  answer  to.  fee 
social  problems  of  the  iuaer 


from  which  new  initiatives  art 
often  launched. 

So  if  there  is  anything  left  i* 
the  Marsham  Street  money 


tty  to  re-direct  it  into  sport  It 
would  be  money  well  spot. 
And  if  yon  do  decide  to  ton 

sport  loose  oh  the  inner  cities, 

and  make  fee  necessary  re- 
sources  available,  it  wffl  be  a 
popular  and  productive 
decision. 
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
